‘Tmere is so much of interest in the 
statistics attached to Mr. Kopsch’s Re- 
port, that it is difficult to notice all the 
salient points in the limits at our dis- 
posal. ‘T'be first table gives the annnal 
value of the foreign trade of China, 
carried in vessels of foreign type, for 
the past thirteen years, ‘The expansion 
of the trade has gone on steadily, with 
occasional temporary interruptions, until 
it is more than twice as large now 
as it was in 1883. ‘The figures for the 
first and last years of the series are, in

The Customs revenue has grown in 
the same thirteen years from Hk. Tis, 
13,286,757 to Hk. Tis. 21,385,389. 
But there was no opium likin in 1883: 
and the total revenue in 1891 was 
Hk, Tis. 23,518,021. This last amount 
does not show any decline in tho 
general trade, for the opium likin 
amounted to Hk. Tis. 6,197,906 in 
1891, and to only Hk. Tis, 4,104,145 
in 1895, and thera was'a corresponding 
decline in the opium duty last year, 
Of the total foreign trade, amounting 
as shown above to nearly. 315 million 
taels, the British Empire did something 
over 215 millions, Japan coming next 
with $2 millions, the Continent of 
Europe, Russia excepted, doing about 
29 millions, the United States 20} 
millions, and the Russian Empire some- 
thing over 17 millions. The table 
showing the net import of foreign 
goods occupies three pages. We extract 
& few leading staples of trade to show 
how the imports last year compared 
with those in 1894 :—

The chief interest of the opium 
tables on page 17 to the:general reader 
is the exhibition of the fluctuations to 
which this trade has been subject in the 
last ten years, fluctuations which have 
recently taken the shape of a steady 
decline. import in 1886 was Pls, 
67,801; it rose in 1888 to 82,612; 
fell off in 1889 to 76,052 ; recovered in 
1891 to 77,445, and has since steadily 
fallen, the figures being: in 1892, 
70,782 ; 1898, 68,108 ; 1894, 63,125: 











and 1895, 51,306. It should be added 
that the import into Hongkong in 1895 
was Pls. 56,555, the difference being 


unaccounted for by the foreign Cus- 
toms. 

From the tables giving the particulars 
of the exportation of tea direct to 
foreign countries last year we learn that

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additional export of Pls. 76,170 from{ 
Kowloon to Hongkong, and Pis. 33,288 
from Lappa to Macao, by fink; and 
of Pls, 13,497 of leaf, and Pls. 40,370 of 
brick tes to Siberia and Mongolia from 
Hankow up the Han river and over- 
land. ‘The total amount of shipping 
entered and cleared was 31,133 vessels 
of nearly 25 million tons in 1890, and 
87,132 vessels of nearly 30 million tous 
ii 1895. OF this total fi 1895, 19,579 
vessels of 204 million tons were British, 
6,822 (junks being excluded) of about 
5 million tons Chines, aid 2684 ves- 
els of nearly 24 million tons German. 
Over 28} iillion tons were steamers. 
In the table showing the total aanual 
revenue from wach port for the last 
nine years wé note an almost steady 
fise at Chungking, Ichang, Chin- 
kisng, Wénchow, Liingchow, and Méng- 
tze; and a considerable decline at 
Foochow, Canton, Kiungehow, and Pak- 
hoi. From the table showing the direct 
foreign trade of each port we learu 
that the only port which did not show 
an improvement (excluding those whose 
revenue was directly interfered with by 
the Japanese) were Wulin, Wénchow, 
Kiiingchiow, Pakhoi, and Lungchow. 
Phe gross and net value of the trade of

‘The 
mate fired two shots into the galley and 
then rushed in and secured the cook, who 
was immediately handcuffed and lashed to 
the mainmast. He had previously satur- 


{ated the galley with kerosene and set fire 


to it, and while the crew were engaged 
subduing the flames he managed to free 
himself and, before he could be secured 
again, jumped’overboard and was drowned. 
The captain survived until the following 
morning, when he died and was buried at 


sea.

‘The Chineso 
Tuling class look with great jealousy upon 
the Foreign Customs service, which, if the 
foreigners could ed be got rid of, would 
afford so many fat billets for themselves and 
heir followers and such lange opportunities 
of peculation, Tt has now been agreed that 
no change of that kind shall take place 
during the currency of the recently con- 
cluded loan, and the foreign mercantile 
community may breathe all the more freely 
for the assurance thus afforded ; for the 
Customs in Chinese hands would speedily 
degenerate into the corrupt and uncertain 
service that existed before the management 
was entrusted to foreigners. The agree- 
ment, we take it, also means that the 
service is not to be handed over to any 
foreign Government ; that Russia, for in- 
stance, will not be allowed to assume sole 
control over it. Curiosity will still prevail 
as to who will suceed Sir Robert Hart 
when (we trust not for many years to 
come) that capable administrator retires, 
whether it will be an Englishman or a 
German, a Frenchman or a Russian ; but 
in any case wo have the assurance that the 
service will be continued on its present

‘Tae Daily Pressof the 17th inst. say: 
“The crew of the steamer Humber, which 
was wrecked on Sand Island on the Ist 
inst., arrived in Hongkong by the Hailoong 
from Amoy. At the time of tho accident 
tho Humber was on her way from Yoko- 
hama to Fiume, Austria, with a cargo 
of rice. She left Yokohama on the 27th of 
February and the weather was through- 
out very thick and observations could 
not be taken. On the morning of the 
Ist inst. a dense fog was encountered and 
about seven o'clock the vessel struck a rock 
on Sand Island and a huge hole was made 
in her bottom. Water rushed into the 








hold and in a very few minutes it contained 
fourteen feet of water. ‘The crow put 
off in boats and went to Fisher Island 
and then to Makung Harbour. The 
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crew waited here five or six days, when 
they were taken on ELMS. Plover 
and conveyed to Amoy, where they. trans- 
ferred. to the Hailooug. Before leaving 
Atnay an official enquiry was held respecting 
the loss of the ship, which became a total 
wreck. in two days, and the captain and 
officers Were exonerated from all blame.” 
Txe Daily Pres writes :— ‘The inter-

“2.—Most of the Government officials, 
who were defendants in that case were 
restored to their offives and:sent to Corea 
again, but all the private persons were 

rohibited to visit Corea for three years or 
longer ; what is the cause of such partial 
action ‘on the part of the Government? 
Does the Government intend to withdraw 
the prohibition so imposed on private 
persons ?”"" 

A Javan paper says that returns made 
hy the Japan Cotton Spinners’ Association 
show that there wore 51 spinning mills in 
the Empire in December Thst, there being

Tue Yokohama Eastern World of the

Petersburg had been instructed to inform 
the Russian Government that the Japanese 
Government entirely disavowed the acts 
of Minister Miura and intended to punish 
him severely for them. ‘To that communi- 
cation the Foreign Oftice i St. Petersbu 
had replied that it had no concern wit 
the severity or leniency of the penalties 
imposed upon Japanese subjects under 
Japanese laws, but that it had ‘its own 
‘views -as to ‘what was appropriate on its 
‘own part. Asked by Minister .Nishi to 
state those vieivs, the Russian Government 
had declined to do so, saying that it did 
not disclose its foreign policy to other 
Powers.

Miura, in the meantime, is still held in 
abeyance.”

Two new vessels for the Indo-China 
Steam Navigation Co. have just recently 
been launched. ‘The first was from the 
yard of Messrs. Wigham Richardson and 
Co., and is a steamer built of steel, 290 ft. 
in length by 40 ft. beam by 25 ft. in depth. 
‘The engines and boilers are also being con- 
structed by Messrs. Wigham Richardson 
and Co. She has been named the Fan 
Sanz. The other vessel was launched the 
next day, 30th ult., from the yard of Sir 
Raylton Dixon and Co., at Middlesbrough, 
and was named Chun Sang. Her principal 
dimensions are :—Length, 300 feet ; beam, 
40 feet ? depth moulded, 25 feet; with a 
dead-weight capacity of about 3,300 tons 
on 20 feet. The vessel has been built on 
the deep frame system, and, like the Faw 
Sang, has been specially designed for trading 
in the Eastern seas. The 'tween-decks are 
arranged for carrying Chineso passengers. 
‘Triplo-expansion engines, with cylinders 21 
in. 84 in., and 56 in. indiameter by 42in. 
stroke, will be fitted by the North-Eastern 
Marine Engineering Company (Limited), 
Sunderland. 

In connection with the sudden departure 
of Mr. Cecil Rhodes a curious rumour has 
gained wide currency. It is stated that after 
seeing Mr. Chamberlain on the 6th inst. 
it was Mr, Rhodes’ intention to start for 
South Africa in about a fortnight’s time. 
After the interview, however, and probably 
in consequence of what took place at the 
meeting, the Government decided that it 
was most important to ensure that Dr. 
Jameson should have no communication 
with anybody beyond those on board 
the Victoria before his delivery up to 
justice.

Rhodes, so runs the story, got private in- 
formation of this, and promptly decided to 
set out for Naples and take such other 
steps as he might find expedient for cir- 
cumventing the detective, and holding 
‘conimunication in some form with the late 
‘Administrator of the Chartered Company. 
‘The Press Association has ascertained that 
a warrant for the arrest of Dr. Jameson 
has been issued, and Inspector Froest has 
unquestionably gone eastward to meet the 
Victoria and execute the warrant.

The Caroline, cruiser, Captain C. J.

The cruiser Mercury, after having served 
two commissions on the China Station, 
arrived at Spithead on the 18th inst., having 
been relieved by the first-class cruiser 
Narcissus. In the afternoon the vessel 
went into harbour to be dismantled prior 
to the crew being paid off. The Mercury 
will be placed on the reserved list for 
rofitment. 

‘The Silver market has been vory firm. 
and, after an Indian Council allotment at 
improved rates, has hardened to 31d. 
Business has beon done in Mexican dollars 
ataslight advance on last rates, and tho 
market is hard, the quotation being 303d. 

Tn the Tea Market the position is un- 
changed, and deliveries continue to favour 
the. most sanguine expectations of a large 
total forthe season, 80 that even with tho 
few million pounds in excess from India 
there will be no surplus. The moderato 
range of prices for all kinds is in favour of 
some advance as the spring advances. 

‘The political crisis in France has becomo 
acute, and its possible developments ace 
looked forward to with much anxiety. 
‘The Senate has confirmed its vote censuring 
M. Ricard, the Minister of Justice, for his 
action in superseding the Magistrate who 
had charge of the’ investigation of tho 
Southern Railways. affur. ‘The Sonato is 
thus in direct conflict with the Chamber of 
Deputies, which has passed a yoto of con- 
fidence in the Government. Speculation 
is rifo as to the way in which the difficulty 
thus created can be best met. ‘The resigna- 
tion of M. Ricard, the resignation of tho 
Ministry, and even a revision of the Con- 
stitution aro discussed. 

Further details are furnished concerning 
the dynamite explosion which occurred in 
a suburb of Jobannesburg on the 19th inst. 
A number of tracks loaded with dynamite 
were being shunted on the Netherlands 
Railway when the whole mass exploded 
with tremendous violence, tearing a hole 
in the ground 200ft. long, 28ft. wide, and 
30ft. deep, and destroying everything with. 
in this area. Every house within a radius 
of half a milo was wrecked, and an un- 
known number of persons were buried 
beneath the ruins. The police, aided 
numerous volunteors, at once set to worl 
to extricate the dead and injured, and in 
the course of a few hours forty ‘corpses 
had been dug out, while over 200 injured 
persons had been received and treated at 
the hospitals and at temporary intirmaries. 
Subscriptions for the relief of the sufferers 
were speedily opened at various oltices in 
Johannesburg, and by ten o'clock at night 
£60,000 had been subscribed. ~The shock 
of the explosion was distinctly felt in 
Johannesburg, but no deaths or serious 


cases of injury appear to have. occurred 


ere.

Tae L. & C. Express says that Rear- 
Admiral “Dapoat has a very interesting 
article in a French contemporary on the 
relative strength of different navies, sug- 
gest the preparations made on our 
side of the Channel, which he very properly 
regards as ‘simple measures of prudence.” 
He considers that England is by far the 
strongest power at sea. She would, in his 
opinion, easly deal with the combined fleets 
of Germany and the United States, and 
would not have the slightest reason to 
dread an invasion. Even putting matters 
at their worst, England would have her 
reserve ships ‘to fall back upon after 
those of her adversaries had been an- 
nihilated, together with a certain propor- 
tion of her own, and although her trade 
might be injured'to some extent, it could 
not be ruined. The guerre de. corsvires 
does a vast amount of damage, but it has 
no effective influence on a resolute Power. 
Equally instructive, however, are Rear- 
Admiral Dupont's remarks about the French 
Navy. The French Fleet, he says, may be 
of excellent quality, but it leaves much to 
be desired in the matter of quantity. 
France's position in the Mediterranean and 
her colonies in the Indian Ocean and in 
the Far East expose her to the covetous 
designs of other Powers, and compel her to 
maintain long lines of communication. 

Tan-Home, News says:—“ Though it 
was semi-offcially denied that any alliance 
has been entered into between Russia 
and Turkey, some sort of friendly un- 
derstanding ‘seems to have been arrived 
at between the two Governments. In 
diplomatic circles it is said to have been 
generally known for some time past that 
a Russo-Turkish rapprochement Ea been 
effected. But it is impossible to place 
reliance- on a word of the various 
Tumours afloat. ‘The Pall Mall Gazette, no 
doubt, fully believed its news of an actual 
alliance between such old enemies as Russia 
and Turkey to be authentic, but there is 
at least as much ground for giving credence 
to another report to the effect that Russia 








has seriously proposed to the Powers the 

, dismemberment of the Turkish Empire. As 
{ to which of the tiro courses indicated Russia 
would prefer, history, we think, supplies 
a conclusive answer. Whilst, however, 
nothing definite is known, even to the 
most enterprising journalist, as to Russia's 
real attitude towards Turkey, it requires 
no great skill to see that developments are 
in the air which msy prove of momentous 
interest. The Russian Black Sea Fleet 
jhhas received orders to be prepared for 
! special service of some kind, and the event 
| may be of the utmost significance. On the 
jother hand, it does not seem to have 
| occurred to anyone that Russia may be 
| simply looking to her armaments in view 
i of contingencies. The situation is so un- 
‘certain that it behoves every Power with 
interests to safeguard to be on the alert.” 


‘Tur new French postage-stamp, says the 
| Paris correspondent of the London Daily 
‘News, will not only, as preface writers 
say, gratify a long-felt want, but it will be 
the starting point of a new development in 
| philatelics. “The long-felt want has been 
for a stamp symbolising the French Re- 
nublic. en the Government decided 
jast year to have a new stamp, an open 
competition was formed, but first-rate ar- 
tists did not respond, and the result was a 
lamentable failure. M. Lebon then took 
‘upon himself to apply to M. Grasset, the 
nch decorator and engraver. ‘The latter 
has worked for eight months at his design, 
which has been approved by M. Mesureur, 
the successor of M. Lebon at the Commerce 
Department. France, or the French Re- 
public, is presented by the figure of a girl 
or very young woman of noble and winning 
appearance. ‘The face is three-quarters 
profile. The large eye, wide open, is 
expressive of spirit, intellect and action. 
‘The mouth is refined, and the profile pure 
in style. ‘The shoulders are protected by a 
plate of armour, and the body is dressed in 
4 pleated robe, leaving the arms bare. ‘The 
ich hana in troot holds an olive branch, 
and the right hand rests upon a sword, 
indicative of the state of armed peace of 
the end of the 19th century. In the top 
right-hand corner a shield, about one-third, 
or rather less, of the Jength and breadth of 
the stamp, bears the value in old-fashion- 
ed figures. A scroll on the top bears 
the word ‘“Postes,” and another scroll 
at the bottom “République Francaise.” 
A feature of the new French stamp is 
that it is printed in two impressions, full 
and mezzotint, white spaces furnishing a 
third value. ‘The style is archaic, and, be 
it said without offence, rather n, ‘the 
manner being not unlike Albert Diirer. 
This treatment has never been adopted 
before in postage stamps, which were either 
inspired from medals, like the old English 
enzy,stamp, or reduced from photographs 
irom Academy pictures, like the Centennial 
American stamps. 


Sout carping critics of the Anglo-French 
rearrangement of Siamese territory are 
querulously asking what good can possibly 
come to England from her sphere of in- 
fluence unless she to annexation. 
From a general standpoint, a solid benefit 
accrues to us from barring out external in- 
terference and intrigue west of the Menam 
Valley. But it is more particularly in the 
Malay Peninsula that we shall derive the 
chief advantage. That long, narrow arm is 
partly under Siamese administration, and 
partly under British. The two Governments 

ave alway carried on this work with proper 
regard for one another's interests; when- 
ever difficulties arose, Singapore consulted 
with Bangkok, and some mutually satis- 
factory arrangement has been the invariable 
outcome. But in more than one instance, 
French interference produced serious em- 
barrassment, by bolstering up the division 
of authority, although it has been recog- 
nised as highly inconvenient by both the 
Governments more immediately concerned. 
Now, however, that the Malay Peninsula

| fluence, Bangkok and Singapore will have 
| free hands in dovetailing their administra- 
| tive arrangements so as to produce the best 
|results with the least friction. Raiding

lnow. The peninsula is full of natural 
riches, which only require security for life 
and property to be taken in hand by British 
enterprise.

Acconpixc to a telegram from New 
York, published in a San Francisco con- 
temporary, a dispatch to the Herald from 
Washington says that diplomatic and social 
circles in Washington have been stirred 
to their depths by the report of a disagree- 
ment between M. Patendtre, the French 
Ambassador, and Mr. il, now the 
First Assistant Secretary of State. The 
trouble between Secretary Rockhill and 
the French Ambassador is of long duration, 
and its birth occurred some time ago in 
Peking when Mr. Rockhill was engaged in 
private enterprises there and M. Patenétre 
represented the French Government at 
the Chinese Court. Mr. Rockhill became 
acquainted with the French diplomat, and 
the latter occasionally called upon his 
American friends. The relations were 
cordial for some little time, and then the} 
were broken off as a result of a call whic 
M. Patendtre made at Mr. Rockhill’s home. 
‘The day he chose for this call was a warm 
and silltry one, and Mrs. Rockhill was nob 

repated to receive callers, When M. 
atendtre’s card was presented to Mrs. 
Rockhill she sent word to him asking to 
be excused. ‘The French diplomat's reply 
was: “Tell Mrs, Rockhill 1 have come a 
long way. It is hot. When you say it is 
M. Patenétre, the ladies will receive me.” 
Mrs. Rockhill's answer was evidently not 
intended to be delivered verbatim, but the 
Chinese servant spparently repeated literal 
ly what Mrs. Rockhill is alleged to have 
told him. ‘Tell Mr. Patenotre,” it 
said,he told the French diplomat, ‘Mrs. 
Rockhill is dead.” ML. Patendtro left and 
saw nothing more of the Rockhills until 
that family came to Washington early in 
the present Administration. Until the 
resent social season began Mr. and Mrs, 
hill avoided M. Patendtre as much 
as possible. Within the last few months, 
however, they have beon invited to sev- 
eral dinners at which M. Patenétre 
was also a guest. The Ambassador is 
said to have acted in a manner which 
Mr. Rockhill considered ungentlemanly, 
and to have studiously neglected to tender 
even the most formal courtesies to 
Mrs. Rockhill. {Mr.’ Rockhill wrote to 
M. Patendtre that in future ‘we will not 
only have no social hut no official relations. 
When business tiansactions are necessary 
between us you will wait until T leave 
the department and arrange them through 
the official next in rank below me.” 
‘M. Patendtre is said to have proposed to 
Mr. Rockhill that they recognise each other 
offically, but that thetr families es inno 
way. recognise each other socially.

THE CUSTOMS RETURNS FOR 
1895. 

. 23rd March. 
‘[wE very interesting series of tables 
issued by the Statistical Department of 
the Customs in the pamphlet entitled 
Returns of Trade and Trade Reports 
for the year 1895. Part I—Report 
on the Trade of China, and Abstract 
of Statistics, merits a much longer

loss of revenue from Newehwang, and 
the purtial Joss from Formosa, the re- 
turns, both fiscal and statisti exhibit 
very satisfactory, results. ‘I'rade was 
remarkably active and prosperous, and 
the cheapness of silver, Jabour, and 
raw materials tend to make China 
more and more a most important manu- 
facturing country. As to the revenue, 
the gross receipts for the year were 
Hk. Ms, 22,889,000 against Tis. 
22,523,605 in 1894, But if we deduct 
from both years the ports of Newchwang, 
Tamsui, and ‘ainan, a mach more satis- 
factory result is shown, the result being 
Ns, 20,951,141 in 1895 against 'I'ls. 
20,984,819 in 1894, This taken alone 
would show a slight falling off in the 
foreign trade, which might fairly be 
attributed to the war, ‘I'here was, how- 
ever, really a marked increase in the 
general trade, for there was a decline of 
‘Ms,946,100 in opium likin. Eliminating 
this likin in both years, we find a net 
inerease in 1895 over 1894 of ‘I's. 
912,500. ‘Ihe decrease in opinm likin 
was partly due to the loss of Formosa, 
and partly to the steady substitution 
of native for the Indian drug. It may 
be noted that ‘I'ransit dues showed a 
gain in 1895 of ‘I's. 97,000. ‘The 
nggregate increase in the value of 
foreign imports and exports for the 
year was 24 millions, and although a 
large part of this increase is merely 
statistical, arising from the conversion 
of Formosa into a foreign country, there 
has been a genuine improvement and 
expansion in trade with both Western 
and Asiatic countries. The actual net 
increase in the value of the import trade 
was over two and a half million taels, 
notwithstanding the serious decline in 
the import of foreign opium. ‘The deficit 
in Indian and Persian drug was about 
11,820 piculs;, and, against this, 11,780 
piculs of native drug were shipped from 
Chungking towards tide-water, this 
quantity being only a moiety of what 
leaves that westernmost port by other 
routes and conveyances. It is not 
satisfactory to see that there was a 
large increase in the import of morphia. 
In spite of the appreciation in the silver 
cost, the import of cotton goods increas- 
ed, but Mr. Kopsch regards this as an 








unsafe indication of the tendency of the 
trade, and adds a table showing the 
offtake of the principal cloths during 
the first and second half of the decade:—

In tea the gain was insignificant, for 
while the Russian demand continually |

In 1885 
the direct shipments to Great Britain 
aggregated 133} million pounds; in 
1895 they were 38} millions. The 
export of raw cotton increased, notwith- 
standing a rise in price; there was 
an extraordinary development of the 
trade in skins, the tanned and uotanned 
pelts of dogs, goats, sheep, and lambs.

THE COREAN REPOSITORY 
FOR JANUARY.

Ir is rather late in the day to notice 
the January issne of this interesting 
miscellany, but after all late is better 
than never, and the energy and literary 
ability that can produce this bouquet 
of flowers every month from such an 
uncongenial soil must not go unrecog- 
nised, The issne before us opens with a 
translation by Mr. Jas, S. Gale of a 
Corean Love Song. It proves, if proof 
were wanted, that human nature is 
much the same in Corea as in Europe ;

“ Woman’s Work in Corea,” by Mrs, 
M. F. Scranton, is the first prose artile,e 
and a very interesting one it is, Mrs. 
Scranton, the first lady missionary, 
came to Corea in June, 1885, and she 
tells very pleasantly of the hardships 
and inconveniences, inevitable and 
cheerfully borne, that she had to endure. 
‘The confidence of the women and 
children had to be won, and was 
won. More ladies arrived, ove or 
more of them educated as doctors; 
schools and hospitals were opened and 
evangelising work carried on concurrent- 
ly;and Mrs. Scranton concludes her arti- 
cle by recording that there are now seven 
missionaries employed in “ Woman's 
Work ;” 94 pupils have been registered 
in the school ; 21,000 patients have had 
medical treatment in hospital, and 971 
out-visits have been paid; 24 towns 
and villages have been visited ; affiliated

probationers; 7 Bible women are em- 

loyed ; a few books and tracts have 
been translated into Corean, and several 
other manuseripts are neatly ready for 
publication, Many thoughtful residents 
in the Far Bast doubt the value of 
missionary work in its stricter sense, in 
the belief that every nation has the 
religion best suited to it ; but no one can 
doubt the value of the modicum, small as 
it may be, of sweetness and light that 
this work brings into the lives of some 
women in Corea, ‘here is a touching 
instance of this in Mrs. Scranton’s 
article. In 1889, when Christianity 
was under a cloud in Corea, the mission, 
under instructions from the United 
States Minister, practically closed its 
doors, forbidding outside women to 
come to the services, which were, how- 
ever, continued with the women and 
girls already attached to the mission. 
“ One Sunday evening a woman veutured 
to come, notwithstanding the injunction 
that had been placed upon her. She 
came in while we were at prayer, drop- 
ped down in a corner out of sight, and 
was not discovered by the leader until 
service was nearly over, At the close 
of the meeting she said: ‘Won't 
you please let me come every Sunday 
night? ‘There is only a little rice at 
our house and not much wood and 
living: is very difficult, Coming here 
and listening to the good words and 
the sweet songs makes my heart lighter, 
Won't you please let me come every 
Sunday?” We have spoken of the 
unity of buman nature as shown in 
the Love Song quoted above. Has 
not the plea of the Corean woman 
been often urged in the East End of 
London? 

"Phen comes a second paper on “The 
Gouin System of Language Study,” 
showing its superiority to the older 
systems. ‘This is followed by a second 
paper by Mr. Jas. S. Gale ov “Corean 
History,” with selections from native 
writers, ‘I'he period treated in this 
paper is from A.D. 4 to A.D. 158, 
and the history is a succession of fairy 
stories. Similar stories are told all 
over the world, and no doubt farther 
investigation will reveal the originals 
carved in stone on the walls of one of 
the mysterious buildings in Yucatan.

THE INSURRECYION IN CUBA. 
26th March 

Ir is impossible to sympathise with 
Spain in her trouble with Guba, because 
Cuba has been for years most abomin- 
ably misgoverned. ‘the officials whom 
Spain has sent have been entirely care- 
less about the Cubans so long as they 
could extort as much as possible for the 
mother country aud for themselves per- 
sonally. After the insurrection of seven- 
teen years ago every effort was made to 
obtain from Spain some measures of 
administrative reform, and under the 
premiership of Sefior Sagasta a scheme 
of home rule was drafted, But it 
cam to nothing, Cuba being too rich 
a prey to be given up by the home 
officials, and in February, 1895, in 
despair of getting any redress of their 
grievances, the Cubans broke aut into 
open insurrection, ‘There are three 
purties in the island: the revolutionary 
eparatists, who want to make their 
island independent that it may be 
governed by the Cubans for the Cabans; 
the Autonomists, who hoped to obtain 
home rule by constitutional agitation, 
but wiio have become pretty well con 
vineed that this solution is hopeless in 
the existing state of feeling in Spain;

A NEW USE FOR THE 
‘TELEPHONE. 
27th March, 
‘THERE has lately been launched at 
Newport News, Virginia, the largest 
aud handsomest passenger steamer, with 
the exception of the St, Louis and St. 
Paul of the American line, yet built in 
the United States. She is built entirely 
of steel, has twin screws, with engines 
indicating seven thousand horse-power, 
and only one funnel. ‘The account be- 
fore us gives the conventional particulars 
of her length, breadth, and depth, which 
convey little or no idea of her appeat- 
ance to the ordinary reader, and we are 
told that she has the usual social 
halls, ladies’ observatory, dining saloons 
decorated in white and gold, and 
all the luxnries which go to make up 
what it is the rule to designate most 
inappropriately a “ floating hotel.” She 
does not seem to be provided with 
elevators to save the passengers the 
trouble of walking upstairs from their 
staterooms to the deck, but this will 
no doubt come before long, But we do 
note that she—the feminine prononn 
seems sometimes incongrnous, bat not 
in her case, for she is na:aed the Grand 
Duchess—* will be lighted by electricity 
and will be fitted out with a complete 
fire alarm, telephone,and ventilating sys- 
tem.” Lighting by electricity is all right, 
steamers having grown so large that 
a large number of the staterooms they 
contain are never reached by the light 
of day at all; a complete fire alarm 
system in nodonbt inevitable, though it is 
not altogether a pleasant thing to think 
about at night in your berth when you 
can’t sleep ; and a complete ventilating 
system is a necessary evil, meaning that 
year stateroom is either so stuffy that 
you get a headache, or you have a blast 
of cold air coming down on your head 
which entirely contradicts the old assur- 
ance that you can’t catch cold at sea.

the complete telephone system to the 
luxurious sporting man in the smoking- 
room, When betting on the run comes 
up, asit constantly does in that immoral 
but comfortable haunt, he will not have 
to leave his snug seat in order to pursue 
the chief engineer through the hot and 
ily penetratia of the ocean greyhound 
that is carrying him so swiftly aud 
safely, in order to discover how many 
revolutions the engines have been 





making and how much is being allowed 
for slip; he will just ring up the 
mechanician-in-chief, as the Freuch 
call him, and get all the information he 
wants without stirring from his corner.

‘Tur most important topic at home in the 
second week of February, as we learn from 
papers received by the Canadian mail, was 
the opening of Parliament.

ractically accepted it and promised to 

wish it with all the required information, 
‘a step which everyone who hopes to see 
the two great English-speaking’ nations 
always marching hand in hand must 
heartily commend, but which is hardly 
consistent with the attitude previously 
taken by our Foreign Secretary. But the 
greatest back-down is in reference to 
the Armenian atrocities. At the Mansion 
House banquet Lord Salisbury spoke so 
fiercely about the Sultan of Turkey that 
the latter wrote the Marquis a letter of 
Pearenry and mk we io oe fol- 
lowing tepic agraph in the Queen’s 
Speech : ‘The Sultan of Turkey has sanc- 
tioned the principal reforms in the govern- 
ment of the Armenian provinces, for 





which, in conjunction with the Emperor of 
Russia and the President of the French 
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Republic, I have felt it my duty to press. 
I deeply regret that a fanatical outbroak 
on the part of a section of the Turkish 
population has resulted in a series of 
massacres in those provinces which have 
caused the deepest indignation in this 
country. Papers on these transactions 
will be laid before you.” If the Sultan is 
conversant with English slang, he might 
well ask ‘What price English deepest in- 
dignation ?" 


In the debate on the Address Lord Salis- 
bury had of course to defend our inaction 
with regard to Armenia, and the Times in 
its leading article makes the best possible of 
the defence. It owns that “the leaders of 
the Opposition did their spiriting gently,” 
and it goes on to say :— 

In his defence of the Ministerial position 
Lord Salisbury, hampered, no doubt, by tho 
restraints and’ obligations of diplomacy, was 
less incisive than is his wont ; but both he and 
‘Mr, Balfour made it clear that, if the policy 
of the Government has failed in somo respects 
to attain the ends desired by the nation, it 
has not been for want either of good will’ or 
of resolute effort, 

The discussion in both Houses extended 
over the wide area which was provided in the 
speech from the Throne. But. interest was 
oncentrated chiefly upon threo questions—- 
the erisis in South Africa, the negotiations 
with the United States, and tho condition of 
the Christian subjects of the Sultan. It was, 
perhaps, to be expected that the Armenian 
question, which can be little influenced, ono 
way or other, by Parliamentary speeches, 
should be treated at greater length than 
cithor that of Venecusla or that of the 
‘Trangvaal. It is easy to denounce the Govern- 
ment for the “impotence” and the ‘humilia- 
tion” to which this country has been reduced, 
as we are told, by the failure of our efforts to 
obtain something more than empty promises 
from the Sultan, Lord Rosebery and Sir 
William Harcourt made the most, as they 
were entitled to do by the rules of the game, 
of the Prime Minister’s speeches during the 
recess. It is undoubtedly truo that Lord 
Salisbury, in his desire to secure a real pro- 
tection for the Armenians and to do so, in the 
only possible way, by making the Turkish 
Government. understand that tho continued 
tolerance of lawless and cruel outrage would 
be dangerous, held out hopes which have not 
been realised. ‘The Sultan was threatened 
with the displeasure of Europe, but the effect 
of this pressure was nullified, because, as we 
have now every reason to believe, he was 
given to understand by other Powers. that, 
Pressure would not be carried to the point of 
coercion. We do not find in the speeches of 
Lord Rosebery or Sir William Harcourt, any 
indication of the policy they would havo 
desired this country to pursue, had they been 
in office, when it became evident that, for the 
purpose of coercing Turkey, a8 distinguishod 

rom advising her, the concert of Europe 
was non-existent. Tt is beside the point to 
discuss the terms of the Treaty of Berlin and 
‘of the Cyprus Convention. That we have a 
right to interfere in Turkish affairs is unque: 
tionable, but all rights are not obligations, 
and no’ man of common sonse thinks, in 
ordinary life, of insisting upon them to’ the 
full and_in’ every case. Lord Salisbury’s 
defence is that this country was not in a 
ition to enforce her right of interference, 

in the face of the determination of ‘Turkey to 
resist, of the refusal of the other Powers to 
co-operate or even to acquiesce, and of the 
risk, if we attempted to apply coercion single- 
handed, of renewed and more horrible mal- 
treatment of the Christian populations endin, 
ina general war. ‘The Duke of Argy! 

inted out that, though Lord Rosebery’s 

ernment was in office for many months 
after the Armenian massacres had become 
matters of common knowledge, he took no 
Steps to apply pressure to the Sultan of 
different kind from those to which Lord 
Salisbury is censured for confining himself. 
Mr. Goschen remarked that when Mr. Bryce 
spoke of means of coercion stopping short of 
war he refrained from disclosing his secret, of 
which, indeed, the late Government seem to 
have been as ignorant as the present. 

The Daily News is, of course, not nearly 
so complaisant in its treatment of “The 
Ordeal of Lord Salisbury.” It says :— 
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‘We wish we could find the slightest excuse 
for satisfaction, no matter how chastened and 
subdued, in the Prime Minister's references to 
Armenia, But we are airaid even his most 
bigoted supporters will bo unable to do that, 
“Tt was a piece of extreme good fortune,” 
said Sir Edward Clarke the other day, “ that 
England, at the moment when the Eastern 
Question peremptorily demanded a solution, 
had at its head a man who, in the year 1878, 
‘was associated with that grest “master of 
polities—Lord Beaconsfield.” We donot know 
whether Sir Edward was speaking sarcastical- 
Jy, and for ourelves wo do not quite see where 
the good fortune comes in, since the one thing 
which Lord Salisbury had to say about this 
question which “peremptorily demands @ 
solution,” was that he was not the man, and 
this was not the time, to settle it. But, un- 
doubtedly, it is a case of extremely ‘good 
justice that the man who, in Lord Rosebery’s 
Words, “blew the bubble, should have to 

rick it.” Lord Salisbury, referring to the 
interpretations of his Treaties of 1875, which 
wo recalled on Monday, said he refused to be 
bound by the words of ‘enthusiastic com- 
mentators.” But not the least enthusiastic 
of the commentators we cited was Lord Salis- 
bury himself. ‘The more, therefore, he re- 
wudiates such commentaries in 1896, the more 
he stamps his own proceedings in 1878 as a 
mockery and a fraud, Lord ‘Salisbury tries, 
indeed, to escape from the ordeal by throwing 
the blame on Russia. But to this plea two 
answers must be made. In the first place, 
when did this alleged ‘refusal of Russia to 
allow Great Britain to move begin, and 
whene it spring? Russia, Lord’ Salis- 
bury implies, would have gone to war against 
England sooner than see England go to 
war against Turkey on behalf of the Arme- 
nians. Lord Salisbury saw no way of doing 
anything effectually to relieve the Arme- 
nians exept by war, and to have gone to war 
would have been to cure the lesser evil by 
causing a greater. ‘This is the kind of arga- 
ment which the Tories cheer. But may we 
remind them that other Prime Ministers 
have been more resourceful, and that what 
Lord Sulisbury says is beyond him—namely, 
tie coerolon of the Sulteay, was successfully 
accomplished by Mr. Gladstone in 1880? 
And again, even if Lord Salisbury’s plea be 
accepted, as saving him in 1896, it is only at 
the cost of involving him in the greater 
condemnation for 1878. I cannot help the 
Armenians, he says in 1896, because Russia 
will not help me. But what was it that he 
did and said in 1878? What he did was to 
prevent Russia helping the Armenians ; and 
what he said was that he was going to do it 
so very much better himself. ‘Good fortune,” 
Sir Blward Clarke calls it, that Lord Salis. 
bury should now be the mouthpiece of his 
own stultification. If Lord Salisbury calls it 
so also, he certainly cannot be accused of a 
proud stomach, 

The trouble is, that at Berlin Lords 
Beaconsfield and Salisbury took away 
from Russia the right to protect the 
Armenians on the ground that we could do 
it better, and when the Armenians wanted 
protection, we found that we were not 
strong enough to do it alone—for England 
has no Cromwell to govern it now—and 
when we piped to Russia and the other 
Powers, they refused to dance. But they 
backed us up heartily in the demand that 
we should have two guardships at Con- 
stantinople. The political situation just 
now is, as the papers point out, an amusing 
commentary on the boast of the Hon. G. 
NN. Curzon that whenever Lord Salisbury 
came into power there was tranquillity in 
foreign affairs, and. joy and content in 
every Embassy. Still the fact remains 
that Lord Salisbury is far and away our 
best Foreign Minister. 

‘The Standurd in adverting to the Op- 
position claim’ that England had been 
Seriously humiliated by the Sultan, says :— 

‘We must confess our inability to appreciate 
this form of argument, or to understand that 
this country has sustained any loss of re- 
putation by ita honest and earnest efforts to 
obtain better government for the Armenians, 
and by consenting to be only partially suc- 
cessful rather than set Europe and Asia in 
flames. There will be no difficulty whatever 
in meeting the mock heroics and mock 























humiliation of these pompous orators, with 
their unusual and jo-jealousy for the 
honour of England. They have themselves 
three questions to answer, and till they 
answer all of them satisfactorily, they may 
harangne and declaim as they like, but they 
will remain hopelessly out of court. Would 
they have had Lord Rosebery do nothing? 
Would they have had Lord Salisbury undo 
what Lord Rosebery, when quitting office, 
was still doing? Would they have had Lord 
Salisbury go to war with Turkey and Turkey's 
crypto-patrons rather than put up with 
failare in obtaining for the Armenians all he 
and Lord Rosebery had asked for? There can 
be but one reply fo each of these questions, 
and the replies reduce to worse than nullity— 
they brand with the character of unpardonable 
factiousness—the attempt to discredit England 
and the British Government for having done 
all that it was humanly possible to do, short 
‘of committing ourselves to an insensate and 
criminal declaration of war. 


An English blue book and a German 
white book had been published on the 
‘Transvaal matter. ‘The blue book gives at 
length the story which we have had in bits 
by wire and mail, An important matter 
in it is the following telegraphic despatch 
from Mr. Chamberlain to Sir Hercules 
Robinson 

Thero is a possibility that the President. 
might be induced to rely upon the support of 
some foreign Power in resisting the grants of 
reforms, or in making demands upon Her 
‘Majesty’s Government, and in view of this, 
I think it well to inform you that Great 
Britain will resist, at, all costs, the_inter- 
ference of any foreign Power in the affairs of 
the South African Republic. The suggestion 
that such interference was contemplated by 
Germany was met in this country by an un- 

recodented snd ananimons outburst of public 

fing. In order to repared for al 
oventialities, it has been thought desirable 
by Her Majesty's Government to commission 
a Flying Squadron of powerful men-of-war, 
with 12 torpedo ships, and many other vessels 
are held in reserve. "Her Majesty’s Govern- 
‘ment have no reason at the present moment 
to anticipate any conflict of interests with 
foreign Powers, but I think it right for you 
to know that Great Britain will not tolerate

From the white book we learn that Ger- 
many always recognised that the Transvaal 
was not independent as far as regards its 
foreign relations, that it was only intended 
to land 50 men from the See Adler to pro- 
tect the Germans in Pretoria ; and that the 
German Emperor's telegram was not in- 
tended as an act of hostility to Great 
Britain, and did not embody any encroach- 
ment on British rights. 

The sudden and almost secret return of 
Mr. Rhodes to Capetown, without maki 
any public statement, excited a good deal 
of comment, and on this, and the possible 
visit of Oom Paul to England the Times’ 
correspondent at Berlin wires as follows 


























‘The German newspapers aro very much dis- 
turbed by the reports that Mr. Rhodes is on 
his way back to Africa and that President 
Kriiger has accepted Mr. Chamberlain's 
invitation to visit England, as they perceive 
therein further indications that the influence 
of Great Britain is and will continue to be 
paramount in South Africa. The National 
Zeitung distinguishes ‘itself by asseting that 
‘a new plot is being hatched against the 
‘Transvaal. President Kriiger, it argues, is to 
be ‘removed from the Republic and enticed 
to London” while Mr. Rhodes is given an 
opportunity of preparing and carrying out 
during the President's absence a fresh invasion 
of the Transvaal in spite of the Imperial Go- 
Sernment. The Frankfurter Zeitung, as 
might have been expected, takes a ccoler 
view. It says 

“The determination of the President to 
visit London in order to negotiate on the 











question of measures to prevent further 
disturbances in the Transvaal is not only 


in harmony with the actual relations bo- 
tween the two countries, but is also cal- 
culated to lead to an understanding moro 
quickly than would otherwise be the case. 
it is, of course, obvious that there can be no 
question of a further restriction of the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
correct statement as to the position of the 
South African Republic proves that England 
has no right to interfere in the internal 
administration of the country and that conse- 
quently President Kruger will treat with him 
fon an equal footing. “The President will, if 
he thinks fit, be able also to visit the Hague, 
Paris, and Berlin in order to exchange views 
on the subject of reforms with theGovernments 
of Holland, France, and Germany, whose 
subjects have a greater (sic) interest in the 
rity of the Transvaal than those of 
Eng land. If an interchange of views should 
lead to the conclusion of treaties it would bo 
necessary to submit them at once to the 
British Government, which would then havo 
to declare within six months whether it had 
any objections to make. All those who desire 
that the immense material interests in tho 
‘Transvaal shall be protected from further 
injury by the English will greet the deter- 
mination of tho President to bring about 
soon as possible a final settlement of the 
tions at issue in the South African Republic. 
Public opinion in other quarters affects to 
believe that President Kriiger is scarcely 
likely to make a journey to England, The 
‘Hamburg Correspondent says that in “Trans. 
vaal circles” people aro convinced that if 
President Kriiger visits London at all it will 
only be under conditions which will guaranteo 
the independence of the Republic, and it adds 
that there is no reason for Germany to 
abandon the “expectant” attitude which she 
has hitherto maintained. ‘The Berlin Neueste 
Nachrichten claims to reflect the views of in- 
fiuential quarters when it states that there is 
no inclination in the capital to believe that 
President Kriiger will go to England, if only 
‘on account of his age and health, and that his 
reported request that the questions for dis- 
cussion should be fixed previous to his depar- 
nivalent to a polite refusal of tho 
h invitation. 


To turn to Egypt, which will always bo 
the tender place in our foreign policy, we

Just as in South Africa, the 
talk about a German Protectorate over the 
‘Transvaal has produced a perfervent protest 
from the Boers, so in North Africa, the 
supposed imminence of Cairo being converted 
again into a hotbed of European intrigue 
reveals the inner workings of tho native 
mind. At Cairo,,wo are told “a feeling 
approaching panie” is reported to have come 
ioexistence, while an important Makomedan. 
religious dignitary is represented as empha- 
tically denying. that any “party” desires 
evacuation. ‘The handful of Cairenes who 
raise that clamour have, he declares, neither 
influence nor property. Precisely the samo 
view obtains, we are told, among the highest 
class of native officials, while even tho littlo 
squad of Anglophobists now say, ‘Better 
fone master. than six.” Nor is it’s matter 
for wonder that Egyptian patriotism, such 
as it is, should have learned to appreciate 
British ‘control, in presence of tho facts 
just recorded by Sir Edwin Palmer.

‘This interesting and neatly produccdllittle 
hook, of less than a hundred pages, tolls 
the story of Dr. Christie's medical and 
evangelistic work in Moukden, and merits 
the attention of all who desire to gain a 
just conception of the character of the 
work performed by missionaries in the 
remote regions of the empire. It contains 
six chapters, under the respective headings 





of “The Beginning of Medical Work,” 
“«Bnoouragencents," <The New Hospital,” 
“Evangelistic Work,” Women's Work,” 


and “ e Conditions which influence 


Disease.” ‘The last is an especially note- 
worthy chapter, illustrating the stupendous 
ignorance and extraordinary opinions with 
which the foreign medical practitioner has 
to contend, as well as being a useful con- 
tribution to the knowledge of the nature 
of several diseases. ‘The following is a 
characteristic extract upon native treat- 
ment 


Another influence in aggravating if not 
causing disease, is the methods of treatment 
adopted by the natives. Any man may. 
practice medicine who wishes todo eo ; he has 
only to reada few books written centuries ago, 
and he is fally equipped. ‘The best of them 
know nothing of those sciences which form the 
basis for the rational treatment of disease. 
Medicines they have, but they do not under- 
stand their action on'the system. — Accordin; 
to Chinese theory the human body is composed 
of five elements; metal, wood, water, fire, 
and earth. Aslong as these are in equilibrium 
health is enjoyed; when they are out of 
Proportion discase ensues, and the object of 
treatment is to bring them back to their 
normal relations. Medicines are classified 
according to the fire colours—white, green, 
black, red, and yellow—and tho fire tastes— 
bitter, acrid, sour, sweet, and silt,—corres- 
ponding in order to the five elements, and to 
the fire organs of the body—lungs, liver, 
kidneys, heart, and stomach, Disease is 
diagnosed by the pulse, the left indicating 
the condition of the heart, liver, and kidneys ; 
and the rights the lungs, stomach, and tho 
“gate of life.” When a patient enters the 
consulting-room for the first time he does rot 
expect to be asked any questions. Silently 
he stretches out one hand after the other, 
and the doctor, by placing three fingers on 
each pulse, is supposed to recognise the seat 
and nature of the disease. 

Of surgery, Chinese doctors know nothing. 
‘They cannot tie an artery, amputate a finger, 
or perform the simplest operation, ‘There ig 
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at present in the hospital a man with a severe 
gun-shot wound, The other day, after the 
Extraction of a ‘piece of bone, a quantity of 
pure mercury poured out. He explained 
that a native doctor had put it in, assuring 
him that it would melt the bullet, ‘and that 
both would flow out together. other 
now under our care is a boy of nine who, 
about a month ago, twisted his leg while 
playing. He complained of pain, but could 
move ‘about quite freely, ‘There was no 
doctor in the village, but one old woman 
after another was consulted. In spite of 
their rubbing or kneading the pain continued, 
so the parents took the boy to a famous 
doctor in Moukden. ‘This man with great 
violence pulled and twisted the limb, till 
the boy was screaming with agony. Before 
this operation the patient could walk well, 
Dut now he could not even stand. ‘Twenty 
days later he was brought to us. The hip 
was much swollen, and so painful that ex- 
amination was impossible till chloroform was 
administered, The joint was found to he 
Gislocated, doubtless as the result of the 
heroic treatment to which it had been sub- 
jected, Tho father sald that ever since that 
ay the limb had been bent and shorter 
than the other. The dislocation was easily 
reduced, and we hope to see the little fellow 
‘all right again in a few weeks.

A COTTON SPINNING FACTORY 
is to be established here under the auspices 
of the leading mandarins, who are said to 
have subscribed half a million taels them- 
selves, and are now asking for another half 
million from the leading merchants, the 
capital being altogether a million taels. A 
few years ago we might have expected that 
the machinery would be sent for from 
England, and though Germany has been 
running us hard for many years, and has 
long ago quite out-distanced us in the mat- 
ter of guns and war material, we might yet 
have expected that the Chinese would apply 
to England for instruction in cotton spin- 
ning. But no, they have fought with and 
been’ conquered by the Japanese, and so 
{usta ‘after the French war they gave the 

ench large orders, so now the officials 
have already sent to Japan for the machin- 
ery needed, and Japanese are also to be 
engaged to take over the management of 
the mill. 





JAPANESE MOVEMENTS. 

All this was arranged before the arrival 
of Mz. Chinda, the Consul-General, who is 
stil] here with a certain number of Japanese, 
although five or six of those who came up 
with him have already gone down river 
again, ‘The Japanese seem to be playing 
awaiting game. They do not say what they 
want, and the Chinese, who know well how 
not tospeak out, feel baffled and uneasy at 
this adoption of their own tactics. Tt seems 
to be understood however that the Japanese 
are not satisfied with the site offered 
then for a Concession at Wanchiato, where 
hitherto junks have loaded far down river 
in accordance with existing Customs re- 

lations, and though so far the Chinese 

we objected to their doing so, they must 
eventually visit Kiangpei, the city on the 
other bank of our Little River, under the 
Jee of which city would be a’ convenient 
harbour for steamers, as probably both Chi- 
nese and Japanese know full well. 

BRITISH OFFICIAL APATHY. 

It is sad to think of all the British energy 
and capital expended on opening this city 
to steam traffic, before our government gave 
away its right to run steamers here, to 
taken up now by Japanese, who wil prob: 





ably find little difficulty about doing what 
yetso many people have pronounced im- 


possible. Yet it is well for ali of us that 
it should be done, for, short of facilitating 
access to this province, and thus enriching’ 
it, Commissions may come and Commissions 
may go without business being much in- 
creased. The people would buy now, ii 
they had the power, but they lack money 
to meet the prices of European articles 
translated into silver plus freight 
now so heavy. 

COURTESY AND DISCOURTESY. 

‘The annual dinuer to foreigners, started 
by the late Tsotai Li, has been given as 
usual by the present Taotai, but instead of 
a specially excellent Chinese dinner, served 
with some European refinements, it’ was in 
European style, and with the Commissioner, 
of Customs at the head of the table taking 
the Taotai’s place, the Japanese Consul tak- 
ing precedence on hisright, and the English 
Consul sitting on his left, all of which has 
not been lost upon the Chinese. The Cus- 
toms examiners were not, as before, invited 
tothesame dinner, and the foreign merchants 
whom the Taotai had in the first instance 
invited to meet the Consuls, were at the last 
moment put off to the next day, when a cold 
collation was served to them and the tide- 
waters ina side room quite apart from the 
many Chinese guests, and at a different 
hour. Several American missionaries were 
invited the first day, but curiously enough 
the London Mission so long established here 
was quite left out, although Chinese officials 
have been for many years indebted to it for 
medical attendance gratis. This though 
one missionary apiece was invited from 
each of the other missions. All these little 
details seem to have a deep meaning for the 
people of Chungking. 

NEW YEAR DECORATIONS. 

Many of the hongs here have been very 
beautifully decorated for the New Year; 
one in particular was well worth visiting, a 
Szechuan _ pis hong built in a 
mixture of foreign and Chinese style, though 
it was rather startling to find in its balus- 
trades of open stonework bunches of grapes 
and vine leaves, crosses, and hearts dagger- 
pierced, all used merely as ornaments. 
‘Apparently the stonecutters employed had

THE GRAND CANAL. 

‘Your correspondent has just returned from 
atrip up the Grand Canal to a city called 
Such‘ien about 450 miles from here. It was 
a surprise to learn that there, were about 
600 miles still to the northern terminus of 
the Canal, as the statement is often made, 
and if my memory serves me right. it is to 
be found in The Middle Kinadom, that the 
Grand Canal is 600 miles in length, It 
was also a surprise to see the activity both 
on the water and on the banks of the Canal 
north of the Yangtze river. The boats 
seemed to be more numerous than they are 
‘on the southern division and the population 
living immediately along the banks is cer- 
tainly greater, so that we were hardly ever 
out of sight of houses and people. The faco 
of the country, however, is less interesting 
and the people seem to have a harder 
struggle for life than in the richer section 
at the south. 


READY FOR A RAILWAY. 


Another thing that struck me with sur- 
prise was the suitability of the dykes on 
either side of the canal in the northern 
section, for a railroad. The country is 
almost perfectly level and there is danger of 
overflow, 80 there are dykes along the shores 
and also a few hundred yards back of these 
there are two dykes, one on either side. 
These dykes are twelve, fifteen, and twenty 
feet high and fifteen or thirty feet wide. 
They are now in good condition to be 
smoothed for carriage roads or railroads, 
‘There are a few streams entering the canal 
between Chinking aud Yangchow, but after 
that there are long distances unbroken by 
outlets, so that we see no bridges along the 
sides and there are none over the Grand 
Canal. 

SIGNS OF PROGRESS. 


At Hangchow the buildings for silk fila- 
ture and cotton factory are going steadily 
up, and the tall smoke st {ook very 
imposing. At Soochow there are buildings 
roing up at the foreign concession, at Wu- 
sieh there is a cotton factory in process of 
building. All along the southern section 
there is an evident desire on the part of 
natives to learn English. There are schools 
taught by natives at Hangchow, Soochow, 
and elsewhere. At Changchow, which ety 

nm much opposed’ to_ havi 
missionaries, there is at least one rich family. 
which has made a very liberal offer to a 
missionary to come and live with them, 
but as the matter has not been tested it is 
best “to wait and see.” A native teacher, 
however, has been applied for to teach 
En lish and one has gone from S i, 
think.

ATTACK ON GERMAN OFFICERS. 
‘A number of German officers were badly 
injured by a mob in this city the day before 
yesterday. It is well known that there are 
some thirty-five of them here engaged in 
organising and drilling an army for the 
Liang Kiang. H-E. Chang Chih-tung before 
his departure purchased a fine piece of 
ground in the northern part of the city 
and made preparations for the building of 
barracks, a military school, and homes for 
the foreign officers. The situation is a 
choice one, a quiet corner of the city 
surrounded by gardens and wooded hills, 
but the neighbours apparently do not like 
this disturbance of their rustic solitude. 
On Monday several of the officers rode over 
to note the pr. of thework. They had 
no thought of danger and did not ride 
together, but singly or in pairs. As the 
Commander, Major A. Baron Reitzenstein, 
approached the 
suddenly surrounded by twoor three hundred 
howling Chinamen who seized his horse and 
began to belabour him with poles and clubs, 
trying at the same time to drag him from 
the saddle. He was compelled to lay about 
him —— and =a e to me 
horse from their grasp and gallop away, but 
not until he had reenived several ugly cuts 
about the head. Other officers who followed 
him met with a similar reception, but none 
of the wounds, I believe, are regarded as 
serious. Perhaps these simple-minded folk 
have taken too seriously the report that 
Liu Kun-yi does not wholly approve of 
Chang Chih-tung’s schemes, and imagined 
the former would be glad to see his un- 
welcome guests made uncomfortable. He 
has, however, issued orders for the arrest 
of the rioters.

NEW WINE IN OLD BOTTLES. 

Our streets are over-crowded with jinric- 
shas. We have but one Afaloo, some fivo 
miles in length, which does not,_pass 
through the busy parts of the city, so 
that for patronage the jinricshas ‘must 
make their way up and down the old 
thoroughfares, all of whieh are very nar- 
row and poorly paved. It was bad enough 
before to be fouled by sedan, chaim, 
by donkeys laden with’ rice, lime, or 
brush-wood, and by coolies carrying bales 
and boxes or buckets of night-oil, but this 
additional infliction is too much. "The jin- 
ricshas are owned chiefly by members ot the 
gentry who have organised themselves into 
companies for the purpose. These gentlemen 
and ther friends presented a petition a few 
days ago to HE. the Viceroy, asking for an 
extension ofthe Maloo. ‘They are confident 
their prayer will be granted. We say, Amen. 
It will be a great blessing to the city and 
make travelling more agreeable on the 
narrower streets.

THE VICEROY’S MILITARY REFORMS, 

It is not many days since the Vic 
Chang Chib-tung arrived and already his 
proposed schemes are the topics of general 
conversation. So far nothing has been offici- 
ally announced but there is little doubt th: 
one of his first acts will be to found a mili- 


tary college to be called the jit xj Stee 
(Wu pei shio tang). Tt is said that two 
officials have already been ordered to seck 
out likely youths of from fifteen to nineteen 
years of age; they are to be chosen according, 
to their height and physical strength, none 
mnust be opitm smokers and each must have 
some respectable person to stand as guaran- 
tor. At first they will be trained by officers 
of the German army, bnt it is hoped that 
eventually military students from Tientsin 
will be able to give all the instruction that 
is required. Already one German officer 
has arrived in Wuchang and doubtless 
others will follow. 

HIS RESPECT FOR WESTERN LEARNING, 

It is eaid that the Viceroy is convinced 
that only foreigners can properly and faith- 
fally examine’ the students in the Ad 


Astra School ( Fj #3 Bb), an institution 
founded some years ago by Chang Chih-tung 
for the teaching of Western science and the 








English language. He has further inti- 
mated that ‘it is: his intention to send his 
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own sons to the school, with special instruc 
tions that they are to be controlled and 
treated as strictly as other students. Whe- 
ther this is true or not I cannot say, but 
there is uo doubt that the Viceroy has been 
trying to engage as a tutor to the family 
the son of a well-known Chinese minister 
in Shanghai, who is at present a tutor to 
HLE. Li Hung-chang’s family. The gentle- 
man in question was educated in the United 
States where he obtained a literary degree. 
T believe the Viceroy has hopes that a | 
paper may be published in Wuchang by a 
Chinese Reform Club, whether a branch of 
the one suppressed by the Emperor or 
another T cannot say. He is also said to 
have warmly approved of the course of 
lectures begun here Inst year, an account of 
which was published in a former issue of

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

‘The proceedings in the Legislative Coun- 
cil on the 10th inst. were neither lengthy 
nor exciting, being almost entirely limited 
to the introduction of a few unimporttan 
Bills, with the exception of one for the 
reconstruction of the Sanitary Board, which, 
on the motion of Mr, Whitehead, was post- 


Boned for a month. His Excellency the 
vernor announced that the proposed new 
toad at the Peak, for the construction of 
which a petition had been presented to him, 
could not be made at present owing to 
want of funds. He was personally, he said, 
decidedly in favour of it, as he considered 
the present road not only exceedingly steep 
but the wind at Plunkett’s Gap “extremely 
dangerous.” This being the case, it is some 
consolation to have H.E.’s assurance that 
“this road will be made at the earliest 
opportunity.” ‘The member for the Cham- 
ber is, I see, again on the war path. He 
has given notice of a question asking the 
Government to lay on the table a statement 
showing the total cost of the administration, 
or the expenditure under the head of 
salaries, including allowances, pensions, 
etc., for 1896. 











THE RECONSTITUTION OF THE SANITARY 
BOARD. 


An ordinance for the reconstitution of| 
the Sanitary Board was introduced at the 
meeting of the Legislative Council on Tues- 
day. ‘The Bill proposes a most sweeping 
change in this qusi-representative body. 
‘The number of members is to be reduced to 
five, namely tlhe Director of Public Works, 


| Capt-Supt of Police, and Colonial Surzeoo, 
an 





two unoffic members, the latter to be 
elected by the jurors and such residents as 
are for professional reasons exempt from 
service on juries. ‘The old Board had five 
unofficial members, three nominated and 
two elected, and it is generally considered 
that the proposal to reduce the number is a 
step in the direction of curtailing the scanty 
representative privileges enjoyed by the 
British residents. The Governor argues 
that the old Board was was not a workable 
one, and it is sought by the new Bill 
to expedite the despatch of public business 
by reducing the number of members and 
to throw the primary responsibility for 
sanitary administration upon the Govern- 
ment, It is true there was more talk than 
action by the old Board, but that was 
chiefly because they had no administrative 
functions. I maintain that the present 
measure is not satisfactory. Either abolish 
the Board altogether and entrust the whole 
poner, and. responsiblity to frstclass 
fealth Officer or else appoint a really 
representative Board or Council with larger 
Were. Mr. Whitehead proposed, and Dr. 
To-Kai seconded, that the Bill be postponed 
for a month to allow time for its consider- 
tion. The Governor raised no objection, 
and the motion, was agreed to. 








THE SANITARY BOARD. 


At the meet.ng of the Sanitary Board on 
Thursday, a g70d many matters of impor- 
tance were discussed. The sale of the 
building raaterials of the condemned district 
in Taipingshen came up for discussion, 
consequent on a letter from Mr. Ede sug- 
ting that the wood should be bummed and 
the other matirials should not be sold but 
remover out 0” reach. Long minutes were 
mace on the subject and some discussion fol- 
lowed, the Capt-Supt. of Police agreeing 
with Mr. Ede, Ultimately a resolution was 
passed rezording the opinion of the Board 
that there was no reason to believe that 
the material in question was infected with 
plague bacillus, but in view of popular 
feeling on the subject, it was 4 
if further material were removed the wood 
remaining should, if practicable, be burnt. 
Mr. Ede and Capt. Hastings did not vote. 
‘The Medical Officer of Health reported 
that six Inspectors had been appointed 
and plague inspection was proceeding; 
1,059 houses had been dealt with and 502 
disinfected and cleansed. In reference to 
the outbreak of cattle disease at the Dairy 
Farm, the acting Colonial Surgeon said that 
the disease was mot anthrax, as they 
examined the blood and lymph of the 
affected cattle, but he did not seem to 
be able to name the disease, which was 
‘eczema of some sort with high fever,

WUCHOU TO BE A TREATY porrT. 

Although no official announcement has 
been made on the subject all indications 
point to Wuchou being declared a Treaty 
port at an early date. The China Mer- 
chants’ S. N. Co. are reported to be about 
to establish a branch at Wuchou, and the 
Shanghai and Canton managers of the Com- 
pany, ae said to be leaving Canton for 
Wuchou for that purpose. hope the report 
is a correct one. We have heard no more 
from Mr. John Andrew, who like a sentinel 
on duty, remains at Wuchou to guard his 
interests and in so doing is rivetting atten- 
tion on the West River. I trust he will get 
his relief before long.

Some correspondence has just been 
published in the local papers in reference 
toa Proporal made to erect a building and 
endow the same for the College of Medicine 
for Chinese. Some years ago, when things 
were on the boom, Mr. E. R- Belilios offered 
to erect the building if the Covernmeat 
would grant a site, but no suitable site 
could, it seems, be found, so our I 
philanthropist has now offered to give a 
site, on Bonham Road, and erect a building 
at a cost of $30,000, provided the Govern- 
ment will endow the College with $40,000. 
‘The Government, very chary of voting any 
funds at present, has referred the proposal 
to the unofiicial members, and three of them 
are unfivourable to the grant until the 
Colony is in a better financial position, and 
until other public works of more pressing 
urgency have been erected. Dr. Ho Kai 
on the other hand, very strongly urges 
the claims of the College, and lays it 
down that as it is chiefly for the benefit 
of the Chinese the endowment should more 
justly come from the rates, to 
contribate so largely. Mr. Belilios urges 
the Government to accept his offer, but I 
understand he is resolved in no way to 
depart from his stipulation as to the e1 
dowment, as he believes it to be absolute 
necessary for the maintenance of the 
institution. Whether it would effect all 
the good hoped for from it, I am not in a 
position to say. The Chinese sadly need 
enlightenment in sanitary matters, and the 
substitution of men trained in Western 
medical science for the quacks who now 
fatten on the credulity of their country- 
men; but it is to be feared that the 
emoluments likely to be derived 
prtice of the healing art in China will 
ardly compensate for the time and study 
spent to qualify in Western physics. 
Nevertheless a beginning must be made; 
the Chinese may begin to advance some 
i.

IMPERIAL DECREES. 


(1) Wan. Kuo-pén is appointed to the 
Brigadier-Geveralship of the Nanao Cir- 
cuit, Kuangtung. 

(Note—This post was held by LinYung.fu 
the celebrated Black Plag chief of Tongling 
immediately after the Franco-Chinese war 
up to the present moment, Although 
ordered to go to Formosa previously to 
its cession to Japan, Liu did not resign 
his former post. ‘The above appointment 
is therefore significant, meaning that 
Liu has been dismissed from the service, 
—Translator.] 

(2) Ch‘ung Kuang who hns been for the 
Chinese your just closing, in addition to his 
other duties, acting Lett or Senior Vice 
Commissioner of the Peking Octroi, Chung- 
won gate, reports that although he has been 
able to collect the prescribed annual amount 
of taxes in this department, he regrets 
that the surplus tax has not reached the 
prescribed sum fixed by a former Imperial 
edict and prays for our gracious pardon in 
the matter. We now command the Board 
of Revenue to deliberate upon the course 
that should be pursued by us in this case. 

(3) In the case of Kang Yi who has been 
acting for the (Chinese) year just closing 
as Right or Junior Vice Commissioner of 
Octroi at the same gate above named, he 
states that both the regular as well as 
“surplus” taxes in his depariment during 
the year have reached the limit preseriy- 
ed by edict, but that as he came into 
office to take up the unexpired term of 
predecessor (dismissed for allowing his 
underlings to defraud the revenue.—Trans- 
lator) both the regular and surplus taxes 
for the interval noted above did not come 
up to the prescribed sum and he therefore 
prays for the Imperial instructions. Let 
the Board concerned report thereon. 

(4) Sung An is appointed acting Director 
of the Imperial Stud (Master of tlie Horse.) 

[Note.—In ancient times when war 
chariots were in yogue, in addition to the 
regular charinteer, also an officer of high 
military rank and’a trusty servant, it was 
the duly of the Master of-the Horse to be in 
the same war chariot as his Imperivl master 
and to control the evolutions of the Imperial 
chariot in time of battle. He also held 
the broad shield which protected his prince 
from the shafts of the enemy.—7'ranslator.)} 

(5) With the appoach of the winter time 
although the Imperial prefecture has been 
favoured with some snow the fall has not 
come up to the limit which is required 
to enrich the soil for the husbandman’s 
crops during the ensuing summer.

We therefore appoint the 3rd instant as 
the day when we shall ourselvs proceed to 
pray before the altar of the Most High 
and beseech the help of High Heaven to 
grant our prayer for snow. 

(©) We also command Prince Tsai Lien 
to worship at the Temple of the Seasons. 

(7) Prince Tsai Ying shall worship at the 
‘Temple of the Manifestation, 

(8) Prince Tsai Shu shall worship at the 
Temple of Rizhteousness aud 

(9) Prince Tsai Yiin shall worship at the 
‘Temple of Consolidated Harmony ; all the 
above named ceremonies to take place on 
the same day by the said Princes of the 
Srd Order, on our behalf.

(Chinese) Banner Organisation. 

(4) On a former occasion the Police Cen- 
sor Wen Po denounced K'uei Mou, an 
Imperial Clansman, for contempt of Court 
and creating a disturbance in the hall of 
justice of the memorialist’s yamén. We 
accordingly ordered the said clansman to 
be primarily divested of the official button 
which asa member of the Imperial Cian 
he was entitled to wear, and then turned 
over to the Board of Punishments who 
were to try his case in conjunction with 
the Imperial Clan Court. The report of 
the above-named two bedies in respect to 
the case of this person is now before us 
in which it is stated that K‘uei Mou had 
been guilty of litigious conduct, that the 
case which he brought before the tribunal 
of the denouncing Censor had no connec- 
tion with his own affairs at all; and 
that when the said Censor declined to 
interfere in the matter and returned bis 
petition the said clansman was determined 
to foree a trial. Finally, when the 
said Censor in deference'to the complain- 
ant’s wish did hold an enquiry the 
judgment did not suit the latter, where- 
upon he created a great disturbance 









































anxiety is increased for the welfare of our 


showing by this contempt for the laws and 


the solemnity of the court and a crafty and 
pugnacious nature. We therefore concut 
with the sentence decreed by the joint 
tribunal named above that K‘uei Mou be 
punished by the infliction of a castigation 
with a ferule and perpetual imprisonment. 
As to the recommendation that the 
prisoner's clan button be returned to 
him, we consider that he does not 
deserve this privilege owing to the gravity 
of his offence—an offence which in the 
case of any one outside the Imperial 
Clanship would have been visited with 
banishment at the very least, The 
Imperial clan button is therefore denied 
to the said K‘uei Mou, 

Note.—This is equivalent to expulsion 
from the clan as it reduces the prisoner to 
the levelof acommoncriminal.—Trauslator. 

(5) Huai Ta-pu, President of the Board 
of Rites, reports’ once more that the 
number of sacrificial oxen required to be 
always on hand at the cattle pens of the 
memorialist’s Board has not, so far, been 
brought up to the prescribed limit ; hence 
it is apprehended thar the worship of the 
Imperial Court. may suffer in consequence, 
ete. Both inthe months of April and July 
last the said memorialist complained of 
the same matter, and this is the third 
time he has alluded to the subject. He also 
states that it has all along been owing to 
the malpractices of the underlings of the 
sub-prefects and district magistrates of the 
Imperial prefecture whose duty it is to sup- 
ply the oxen above noted, that the cattle 
pens of the Boatd of Rites are, relatively 
speaking, almost empty, etc. Now as the 
matter of animals required for sactificiat 
worship is one of great importance it is 
most improper that the shortage now com- 
plained of should be due to the malpractice 
of yanén underlings and scribes. We 
therefore command that the Governor of 
Peking (Imperial prefecture of Shuntienfu) 
be ordered to rectify matters by granting 
the sub-prefects and district magistrates 
who hace to provide sacrificial oxen @ 
certain limit of time to make up the regular 
number in the said cattle pens, failing which 
jishment shall be meted out to the said 
Furthermore we command that 
an enquiry be made of the guilty yanén 
underlings and that their names be sent 
up to us for determination of condign 
punishment for their crafty conduct. 

(6) Chin Sing is appointed, in addition 
to his own duties, acting commandant of 
the Peking Gendarmerie.

The sixteenth annual general meeting 
of the shareholders in this company was 
held on Thursday afternoon, the 19th 
inst., Mr. A. McLeod (Chairman) presided 
‘and there were present, Messrs. H.R. Hearn, 
E: A. Probst. G. A. Matthews (Directors), 
E. Davis, W. H. Poate, Thos. Brown, E.S. 
Perrott, G. M. Dyce, G. Galles, H. Morriss, 
‘A. P, Wood, John Cooper, CG. A. Pullan, 
and J. M. Ringer (Secretary). 

‘Mr. Ringer having read the notice con- 
ening the meeting, 

The Chairman said—The report and 
accounts for the past year have been 
in your hands for the period prescribed 
by ‘the articles of association and unless 
any shareholder should wish otherwise 
T would suggest that we take them 
as read. I shall presently bring forward 
fa resolution asking you to approve and 

‘ass these accounts, but before doing’ so 
t would like to make a few remarks with 
regard to them. If you will first take the 
credit side of the Working Account you will 
see that our gross income from all sources 
during the past year has amounted to the 
sum of Tis, 154,959.32, as against Tis. 
131,833.89 for the year 1894, or an increase 
of Ts. 23,626, and I hope, gentlemen, you 
consider that this increase shows a satis- 
tory state of affairs with regard to the 
rogress the company is making in these 
Rettlements. ‘On the other side of the 
account we have divided the expenditare 
‘under the usual headings. The first is the 
Engineer's department, and that naturally 
shows some considerable increase on account 
of the rey much larger quantity of| 
water that had to be filtered, and the 
larger amount for wages, cleaning filter 
beds, etc. The total for the year is Tls. 
33,487.30, as against Tis, 27,903.67 last 
year, or an increase of Tis. 5,584, and

You will 
see in the accounts however, that the total 
amount under that heading is Tls. 20,761.21, 
but there is in that the item of Tis. 6,000 
for the interest on our debentures ‘last 
year. Now I am almost inclined to think 
that the Directors will alter this entry next 
year.

it and Loss Account and we then had debit 
interest in Profit and Loss Account of Tis.

‘The annual general meeting of the mem- 
bers of this Club was held on Wednesday 
afternoon on the premises of Messrs. Gibh, 
Livingston and Co. Mr. Duncan Glass 
(Commodore) presided and there were pre- 
sent Messrs. C. A. Pullan, J. W. H. 
Burgoyne, J. W. Callaway, A. J. Watson; 
T. C. Ramsey, and A. E. Jones (Vice- 
Commodore). 

‘The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said—The report and accounts have been 
in your hands for. some time, and, as 
usual at other meetings in Shanghai at 
this season of the year, we will take 
them as read. The report of the com- 
mittee seems a very clear statement of the 
result of our races last year, and I think 
that all those who had the pleasure of com- 
peting in those races thoroughly enjoyed 
themselves, and I am of opinion that the 
2f-rating class of the Shanghai Yacht Club 
has been a decided success. One new boat 
is building for this vear so far, and we hope 
to hear of others before the season opens, 
The handicap class that was started in 
September apparently meets the wants of 
the owners of those boats that are not quite 
fast enough to compete with those in class 
A, and it adds zest to the sport. At the last 
meeting a lot of alterations and resolutions 
were made, and the general opinion of the 
meeting then was that no further alteration 
should be allowed in the classes. The rules 
were carefully drawn up by experts and they 
have worked exceedingly well. The accounts 
show that most of the receipts have been 
distributed in prizes. The subseriptions re- 
ceived were $390 and the prizes given 
away were $250, and in addition to that 
there is the cost of sampanman, stationery, 
and a small gratuity to the starter and time- 
Keeper on the Yvenf-h. We have now in 
hand a balance of $178 against $204 carried 
forward from 1894, which, under the circum- 
stances, I think. may be considered very 
satisfactory.

‘The depression, which, in consequence of 
over production, ‘existed during the latter 
part of the year 1894 in the sugar trade of the 
World, continued during the succeeding twelve 
montlis, and as supplies everywhere in the 
East, exceeded demand, the value of sugar re- 
mained at a very low level. 

‘This level being unfortunately much below 
the prices ruling when some of the Company's 
stocks of Java Raw Sugar were contracted 
for, the usual margin on refining did not 
exist and it was impossible during several 
months to sell in the principal consuming 
markets except at a loss. ‘The laying down 
cost of, a considerable -portion-of the Raw 
‘Sugars was also adversely affected by the fall 
in sterling exchange in the early part of the 


ear, 
3 Tie usual demand for the Refinery’s Sugar 
locally was interfered with by the war between 
‘China and Japan, and in the latter country 
by sales at very low prices of Beet sugar im- 
ported from Europe. 

"The dry weather during the Spring curtailed 
the water supply at the works, causing a 
large reduction in the output and involving 


made for a sum of $50,000 conceded by the 
General Agents. 

Water Supply.—In view of the unfavour- 
able prospects of the year, and consequent 
necessity for curtailing” expenditure as much 
as possible, the General Agents and Consult- 
ing Committee decided in July last to suspend 
operations for the time being upon the 
Soukumpoo scheme, but other arrangements 
have been made which will give a sufficient 
supply of water for the present requirements 
of the two Refineries. ‘The expenditure in 
the above connection will, it is estimated, not 
exceed $22,500, and as the amount standing 
at credit of New Water Supply in the State- 
ment of Accounts dated 5th of March last was 
$162,500, there will remain a sum fordisposal 
of $140,000, which with the consent of the 
Shareholders, the General Agents and Con- 
sulting Committee propose to write back to 
credit of Profit and Loss Account.

PROFESSOR RONTGEN’S 
DISCOVERY. 

The progress of science is continually 
opening new fields of research and epoch- 
making discoveries have followed, during 
recent years, close one ‘pon the other. 
Recently the eable from Europe brought 
to us the somewhat startling intelligence, 
that-Professor Réntgen, of Wurtzburg, had 
discovered a new form of radiant energy, 
which would penetrate opaque substances 
and act upon the photographic plate. Not 
many years back, such an announcement 
would have been met with doubt and deri- 
sion, even by able men of science. But it 
is an evidence of the better knowledge and 
broader thought of the present day, that 
the brief cable message was generally 
accepted, by scientific men, as a precursor 
of an announcement of a great discovery. 
‘The lessons of the past have been well 
learned. And so it has proved to be. Yet, 
strange to say, some of the phenomena 
of these intangible, invisible radiations, 
manifestations of an unsuspected force 
X, had been already noticed. Professor 
Riintgen, however, was an_ independent 
discoverer and the first to make known the 
true character of the phenomena. He was 
the first to demonstrate the photographic 
action of the rays. It was no accidental 
discovery, as has been said, but the direct 
outcome of well conducted investigations. 

‘Some years ago the eminent chemist and 
investigator, Professor William Crookes, 
carried out a long series of experiments in 
a study of the condition and action of mat- 
ter ina very highly attenuated state, such 
as prevails within tubes from which the air 
or gas has been pumped out very perfectly, 
by means of a mercury pump. “Most read- 
ers are doubtless acquainted with the 
beautiful experiments showing the peculiar 
coloured light and fluorescence produced 
by the electric discharge in the so-called 
Geissler tubes. These are glass tubes, of 
rious shapes, more or less exhausted of 
air, sometimes containing traces of other 
gases, as nitrogen, hydrogen, oxyzen, ete. 
Fine imitations of the light of the aurora 
Dorealis are shown by some of these tubes. 

Professor Crookes, however, required, 
for some of his experiments, very perfect 
yacua, in which matter existed in the con- 
dition of the most extreme attenuation.

By means of the excellent mercury pumps 
now made, it is possible to reduce the 
tension of the gas within a tube until the 
pressure is measured in a few millionths of 
an atmosphere. Even the electric spark 
refuses'to pass between terminals a small 
fraction of an inch apart in such a vacuum. 
But with tubes containing a very minute 
residuum of attenuated matter, very strange 
and beautiful effects of light are produced 
by the electric current. An ordinary 
incandescent light globe, placed between 
the terminals of an induction coil in action,

good. It is possible that this glow will 
some day be utilised as a source of light. 
But for the satisfactory manifestations of 


the phenomena now under. consideration, 
the terminals are sealed into the glass and 
project within the tubes. Professor Crookes 
devised certain forms of tubes having ter- 
minals of dises or plates of aluminium. 
These are the kind most commonly used 
in experiments with the Réntgen rays. 

Almost nothing is yet known of the 
physical characters of these newly dis- 
covered vibrations. The phenomens of the 
glow within the Crookes tubes can be 
studied with the eye. The molecules of 
highly attenuated gas are free to move over 
long paths of vibration without colliding 
with each other, as they must do under 
ordinary conditions of ‘temperature and 
pressure. The pressure of a against, 
the walls of the containing vessel, is due to 
the impact of innumerable molecules pound- 
ing against the walls. Reduce the number 
of molecules by means of an air pump and 
the pressure due to this pounding is corres- 
pondingly reduced. In the Crookes tube 
there are comparatively few molecules and 
these, under the influence of the electric 
current, are caused to vibrate in straight 
lines from pole to pole, or they may be 
reflected from one of the aluminium termi- 
nals against the walls of the tube itself. 
This swinging of the molecules is mani- 
fested by lines of luminosity. Interpose a 
plate of metal in the path of these vibra- 
tions, it will be seen: as an impenetrable 
obstacle and will cast a shadow on the wall 
of the tube behind it. It may even become 
red hot by the incessant bombardment of 
the molecules. Certain crystals, a calc 
apes for example, will he made to glow, as 
though Some magic influence had tris: 
formed it into a source of wondrous light 
and beauty. 

‘The light of these free-moving molecules 
is the so-called cathode light. The course 
of the vibrations can be changed by ap- 

roximating a magnet to any part of tube. 
the rays may thus be deflected from their 
course and phenomena of great, interest 
and beauty invoked. But these are not 
the rays which produce the Réntgen photo- 
graphs. The cathode ray is visible, but 
from it or with it, originate, in some way 
as yet not understood, the invisible radia- 
tions which affect the photographic plate. 

If the luminous tube is enclosed in a box 
of wood or of opaque paper, these invisible 
radiations pass through the opaque covering 
more readily than through glass. . A-photo- 
graphic plate within its holder, held up in 
the darkness, in the path of the radiations, 
will be fogged. Some things are more trans- 
parent than others, and will cast a shadow. 
so that by resting a gold ring ora key on 
the slide of the plate holder and exposin 
the whole to the radiations, a shadowgraph 
of the articles will appear after the plate is 
developed in the ordinary way. 

In making these shadowgraphsor x-graphs 
(pending further investigation the rays are 
designated as a-rays), it is usual to work in 
daylight and the tube is not enclosed in a 
covering. The sensitive plate is not exposed 
to light for the objects to be portrayed are 
placed upon the slide of the plate holder, 
which is quite transparent to the rays. - In 
a general way it may be stated, that metals 
are more opaque than wood—aluminium 
being quite permeable, however—flesh more 
transparent than bone, wood and paper of 
the thickness of an inch or two # il per- 
mit the vibrations to pass, hence it is pos- 
sible to shadowgraph fhe bones of the 
hand and foot very clearly and to discover 
bullets embedded in the flesh, or false arti- 
culations of the joints. Mr. Edison is said 
to be planning to portray the human brain, 
perhaps hoping to discover the wheels in 
the brains of cranks. Anatomists and 
physiologists are greatly interested in the 
possibilities here suggested. 

‘The presence of these radiations can be 
made visible to the eye. They cause a 
bright fluorescence with certain chemical 
compounds and if a paper coated with 
barium, platinocyanide, for example, is 














placed in their path, it shines in the dark, 
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Apart from the practical applications of 
this great discovery, whatever they may be, 
is the interest if affords to investigators in 
physical science. Many are engaged in the 
investigation of the nature of the vibra- 
tions, and results of the highest interest 
are to be expected. Among these, Profes- 
sor Michaelson, of Chicago, is one of the 
most competent. The writer of these lines 
has been doing some experimenting in a 
small way, but without the laboratory 
equipment necessary to accomplish results 
of great value. ‘The force is a peculiar one, 
in that the vibrations seem to proceed in 
straight lines not subject to reflection or 
refraction, although this may not prove 
strictly true. If it be true, then we have 
a form of radiant energy transmitted by 
longitudinal vibrations in the direction of 
movement, a discovery which has been 
anticipated, but not’ hitherto. realised. 
However, it is only one discovery of a new 
force in nature, which many believe will be 
followed by other similar discoveries even 
more startling, as knowledge increases and 
‘our means of investigation are improved.

AN INTERESTING GORDON 
RELIC. 

At the time of the Shanghai Jubilee 
we referred to the interesting materials 
to be found in the archives of the 
Shanghai Mona which the future 





historian will gladly draw upon when 
tracing the origin and effects of foreign 
influence in China, and particularly in and 
around Shanghai. ‘These remarks are 
strengthened by a map which for some 
time escaped particular notice but which 
has been rescued from obscurity and now 
hangs in the Municipal Hall. it is a large 
military plan of the country around Shanghai 
at the time of the Rebellion, the interest 
of which is mainly in. the numerous 
memoranda scattered over it in the late 
General Gordon’s handwriting markin; 
the courso of the fighting which ended 
in the suppression of the great revolt 
against the authority of Peking. The map 
is on silk, the scale being about two miles 
to the inch, and it practically embraces the 
country comprised in the familiar sporting 
map of Mr. Waters, which no doubt is 
based upon it. In the top right hand corner 
‘it states that it is the ‘Military Plan 
of the country round Shanghai, from 
surveys made in 1862-63-64 and 65, by 
Lieut.-Col. Gordon, C.B., Major Edwards, 
Lieuts, Sanford, Lyster and Maude, Royal 
Engineers ; Lieuts. Danyell and Bateman, 
H. M.'s 3ist Regt., Assistant Engineers.” 
Obviously « great deal of care must have 
been expended upon the work, and al- 
though the relative distances may in some 
cases be a little inaccurate, the general 
situation of the towns and villages, and 
course of the waterways can be easily 
followed. The romanisation of names has 
an unfamiliar look to the present day 
traveller, but with very few exceptions the 
Chinese characters are added. By follow- 
ing Gordon's very neatly written memoran- 
da, a very fair idea of the principal scenes 
of the protracted fighting is obtainable. 
For instance, the steady advance upon 
Soochow by the Imperialists is indicated 
by the dates of skirmishes, which culminate 
in, the brief note written across the space 
marking the city. ‘Surrendered, 4th Dec., 
1863.” “At a spot a few miles to the 
east isthe note: ‘ Wangs buried,” prob- 
‘ably indicating the place of interment of 
the rebel leaders after their execution at 
the instance of Li Hung-chang, which fact, 
it will be remembered, provoked the strong 
anger of General Gordon, who regarded his 
word as being pledged for their safety. 
Further along the Canal, in the hills be- 
yond Wusieh, which sportsmen who have 
‘visited will pleasantly re-call, is the note. 
“Bodies of the crew of the Firgty.” This 
relates, to. the blowing up of the. small 




















armed steamer Firefly, which happened on 
the 13th of December, 1863 near Penu ; 
as is also indicated on the map. We need 
not follow the entries in detail, but simply 
call attention to some of the more sugges- 
tive, For instance against Tungpu, a place 
to the south of the Taho, is written ‘*Scene 
of Tsoh’s disaster.” To what this relates 
We cannot at the moment say, but who- 
ever Tsoh was, we come across another 
note presumably referring to him at 
Haining, viz., “Surrenders 25th January, 
1864. “Tsoh of Taitsan (sic) celebrity.” 
Opposite the name of Kenhu, some 
miles to the east of Hangchow and on 
the Hangehow Bay is the observtion 
“Mateo Polo's city,” the exact signification 
of which is not apparent, unless it is an 
identification of one of the places mentioned 
by the great traveller whose glowing des- 
cription of Hangchow is sadly out of 
harmony with the existing state of things, 
Across the latter city is written “2ith 
March, 1864.” Looking over the map 
towards the north, the severity of the 
fighting in the district of Kiangyin i 

shown by several comments. This city is 
marked: “attacked for three months by 
Tmperialists and surrendered 17th Septem- 
ber, 1863.” ‘To the south-east is the 
legend: ‘Officers buried here,” and 
close by ‘Site of the defeat 3rd’ March, 
1864.” These are characteristic quotations 
from Gordon's notes, and it is satisfactory 
to know that a document of such personal 
and historical interest has been saved from 
oblivion and will be carefully preserved.

A CASE OF MISTAKEN 
IDENTITY. 7 


BY “‘JANDES.” 

It is only too well known. that in cases 
where the identification of a certain person 
depends solely on the impression made by 
the features and general appearance on the 
memory of the person who is to prove the 
identity, many mistakes, strange and other- 
wise, have been made, and many innocent 
men, and in some rare cases women, have 
been put to much inconvenience and pain, 
In thecase of habitual criminals, new systems 
of identification by measurements, and by 
the impression of the ball of the thumb are 
being tried with considerable success, and 
the careful elaboration of these systems, 








and the lessons taught by experience will, 
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no doubt, eventually reduce the possibility 
of mistekes toa minimum. As it is chiefly 
with such eases I have been concerned it 
may be of interest to relate the particulars 
of one of them, the more interesting per- 
haps, from being my own experience with- 
out the embellishments of fiction. 

I joined the London Metropolitan Police 

on the very day war was declared between 
France and Germany and was sent for duty 
‘at Norwood, near the Crystal Palace, where 
at that time still some of those “sylvan re- 
treats” could be found which have inspired 
pens of xome of our most brilliant 
rs. Unfortunately there were some 
serious drawbacks being discovered to resi- 
dence in those “sylvan retreats” and one 
of those was that “Bill Sikes” and his pals 
had just discovered that they might ply 
their nefarious trade with great profit, and 
the minimum of risk to themselves. "The 
natural gregarious habits of civilised man 
have much alleviated the evil since then, 
but at that time and for years after, the 
melancholy fact made itself very prominent 
that residence in “sylvan retreats” was, 
to say the least of it, not very safe. 

Tn November of ‘that awful year T was 
‘on night duty, and stationed on South 
Norwood Hill,’ a fine road running for 
about a mile and a half from Beulah Hill 
to South-Norwood Railway station. At 
that. time there was a cluster of shops 
at the lower end, but only some four or 
five detached residences at’ the upper end 
of the road. The rest of the road, for 
more thin a mile, was open to all the 
winds that blow, with a hedge and lange 
fields on one side, and fields without the 
hedge on the other.

With my nose buried 
in my beard, and my cape held tightly 
round me, I was not inclined to take muc! 

notice of them, but the thought struck me 
all at once, ‘Wonder what they are doing 
there at this time of night?” I stopped 
andlooked back. ‘They were just separating, 
the man going up the hill, and the woman 
towards Thornton Heath. My suspicions 
were now thoughly roused, and I turned 
back and followed the man, getting easily 
within two yards of him.’ Then I saw a 
tremendous obstacle to my further advance 
in the shape of a murderous Jooking blud- 
geon, twice as long as my truncheon and 
four times the weight, which the man (who 
I found on closer inspection stood over six 
feet high, and was very broad-shouldered) 
was swinging lightly in his right hand. 
“That means murder, Jack, or an attempt at 
least,” said Ito myself. ‘What's to be done?” 
Fortunately the fierce battle with the storm 
seemed to have brightened my wits, and 
my resolution was taken on the instant. I

Another torrent of abuse was 
his reply, and an expression of regret that 
Thad not waited five seconds longer, as he 
had just made up his mind to turn’ round 
and brain me. I expressed my heartfelt 
gratitude for his kind intentions, but sug- 
gested that Gipsy Hill Station was a warm- 
er place to do our talking, and gently pulled 
his right coat-sleeve. That brought him to 
a better frame of mind, and after gathering 
unto myself the murderous weapon which 
had been the cause of all his trouble, we 
started on our tramp of a mile and a half to 
the station at Gipsy Hill. The rain and 
wind never abated one jot and although it 
took me nearly an hour to coax my man 
along, we never met a soul. 

I was in momentary expectation of a 
rescue, but nothing happened except an 
occasional irrepressible yell of pain and 
torrents of abuse from the poor wretch. 
When we reached the cheery light and 
warmth of the station I heaved a sigh of 
relief, and even my prisoner groaned out 
“Think God we are there!” In the 
charge-room were two detectives who 
had been out scouring the neighbour 
hood and had just dropped in for a 
cup of coffee and a warm by the fire, 
and when they saw my prisoner they 
gave a great shout and almost hugged 
him in a most unwonted exhibition of 


attention to his arm. A doctor was 
sent for at once, and in the meantime 
I had to give my account of the capture. 
When I had finished, one of the detectives, 
an elderly man of nearly 30 years’ service, 
patted me gently on the shoulder and said 
* Well done, young’un, you'll do !” and in 
all my experience I have never received 
raise which sounded more sweetly to me. 
it seemed that a score of detectives had 
been in quest of the man and woman and 
tio other men, for many weeks past, but 
they had eluded all their crafty designs 
until the man fell into my hands by accident. 
He had only been released some six months 
before after serving seven years for bur- 
glaries. 

On information obtained in consequence 
of his arrest, the whole gang were captured 
within a week, and peace settled down on 
the ‘sylvan retreats” once more for that 











winter at least. Twas commended and 
rewarded at the Old Bailey Sessions and by 
the Commissioner of Police, in spite of the 
usual idiotic letters to the papers wherein 
it was demonstrated to the entire sitisfac- 
tion of the writers, that the police are full 
of innate brutality, apd would break the 
limbs of peaceable citizens with their 
trancheons on the slightest provocation.

Norwood and Whitechapel, not much to 
the advantage of the last named, when my 
peace was rudely broken by the sound of 
hurrying footsteps, and exclamations of rage 
and despair. Twent out to ascertain the 
cause, and found an old French gentleman 
there, stout and unwieldy, but in his ex- 
citement capering round the charge-room 
like a young colt.” When I at last succeed- 
ed in reducing him to a partial state 
of reason I heard a sad tale of woe, inter- 
rupted nearly every minute by an outburst 
of frenzy, in each one of which I made sure 
theold gentleman would break blood-vessel. 
Nothing serious happened, however, and 
this was his story. He’ was a French 
Channel-pilot who had brought over a large 
ship from Havre, and that morning he had 
gone to the Borough to visit some friends, 

m his return, though raining, he walked 
down the Commercial Road towards the 
Docks, and when at the entrance to London 
Terrace (a grand-sounding name for one of 
the worst agglomerations of filthy hovels, 
and their natural accompaniments crime 
and disease, to be found in London at that 
time, but long sinee sweptaway by he march 
of improvement) a tall man sprang out, 
snatched his watch and chain, and ran down 
the alleyway. The old gentleman attempted 
to follow, but two boys got in his way, 
pulled his legs and upset him, and by the 
time he had righted himself the man and the 
boys weregone. He lost his way in the net- 
work of alleyways and had to submit to the 
mockery and practical jokes of the polished 
youth of that neighbourhood, but finally a 
friendly policeman appeared, and brought 
him to the Station. The poor old gentleman 
was in a sorry plight, covered with mud 
from head to foot, and minus his purse 
(for his pockets appeared to have been 
picked by some of those smart youths), 
and his watch and chain, which he valued 
at £60, When his ‘excitement had 
nuite subsided he sat down and cried like 
achild, and after having his clothes dried 
and brushed I sent him in a tramear to 
the East India Docks. By this time it was 
six o'clock and my relief came, and after 
giving him a detail of duties, I left. On 
my way home, and not more than a stone's 
throw from where the robbery had taken 

ace that afternoon, I met a man slouch- 
ing along whom I’ had known for some 
years as an old thief, convicted on many 
occasions, but latterly making a seemingly 
genuine endeavour to keep straight, and 
on the strength of this I and other police 
officers had occasionally assisted him with 
small gifts of money. He seemed to wear 
a more than usually doleful expression, 
and appeared to avoid me. I walked up 
to him and said: “Well, Jim, what's 
the matter now?” ‘Matter enough, mas- 
ter,” he replied, “very hard up ‘again 
as usual; and I'm afeard T'l have to 
go back again, for I don’t see why I 
should starve when my pals are doing well.” 
This remark struck me as peculiar and I 
said sharply : * Pals doing well? You mean 
that little job this afternoon. What about 
it, eh?” He looked at me curiously, and 
after a swift glance round he muttered : 
“Look here, master, you meet me at 
the ‘ Charlotte’ (a low beer-house in the 
neighbourhood) in about an hour, and 
Titel you.” ‘I puta shilling in his hand 
and hurried home to prepare for an even- 
ing’s work. Punctually to time I wi 
leaning on the bar of the “Charlotte,” 
having a pleasant chat with the landlord, 
who, though the keeper of a beer-house 
frequented by many doubtful characters, 
was'nt half a bad sort, as he kept a sharp 
eye on his customers, and would not permit 
the least irregularity in his house, and on 
several occasions he had given the Police 
valuable tips which he had gleaned from 
casual observations of the habitués. Thad 
not long to wait, for in less than ten 
minutes ‘‘Jim" 'slouched in, followed 
by a woman with whose once comely 
face and drink and the inhumanity 
of man made sad havoc, I motion- 
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edthem to the little bar-parlour, and 
when the landlord had made the room 
snug by drawing a thick curtain across the 
window Iwent in and “Jim” unfolded 
his tale. It seems that his “gal” had seen 
the man running after committing the 
robbery and knew him well, and also the 
two lads concerned with him. . “He's 
been lagged, he has,” said the woman, “and 
has only just come out on ticket. He 
‘ot ten years for burglary down Crystal 
lace way, and they do say as he had 
his arm broke, fighting with the coppers ; 
asking your pardon, master.” “I wonder 
if he is my man of eight years ago?” I 
mused ; bat my attention became too much 
occupied then with Jim’s tale of the destina- 
tion of the swag.” ‘You go to No. 10 
Flower and Dean Street,” he said, speaking 
‘even there in a hushed whisper as if 
the walls had ears, “‘and on the first floor go 
in the landing door, and you'll find that and 
more beside.” In ‘answer to my questions 
he suggested 10 o'clock as the best time to 
go, ax then there would most likely be no 
oneelse in the house, After giving “Jim” v 
couple of half crowns as earnest money, with 
an injunction to keep straight, I hurried off 
to find my old friend Forster, then one of the 
best known Detective-sergeantsinthemetro- 
olis, and stationed in my district. I told 
Rin all Thad heard, and although he was 
inclined to be somewhat: sceptical, he was 
quite ready to join me in anything. We 
secured the assistance of a discreet and 
reliable constable in plain clothes, a good 
man in a tussle, and as the clock of Spital- 
fields church chimed ten, we were at the 
door of the house. Not a soul was stirring 
in the street, and inside the house all was 
in profound darkness, and not the slightest 
sound could be heard. The street door stood 
open, as is the way with most street doors in 
that ‘quarter, and we left. the constable to 
uard it while by the feeble gleam of 
Forster's small bull’s-eye lamp we slowly 
‘and cautiously ascended the stairs. Every 
creak of the rickety old stairs sounded like 
‘a thunder-clap to our ears in that profound 
stillness, and when our heads reached the 
level of the landing there was a huge rat 
blinking its eyes at the light. It scampered 
off when Forster ConghelL it with his stick, 
but it left an uncanny impression on my 
mind. When we were at last on the landing, 
there were three doors instead of one, and 
it was self-evident that to make a mistake 
under those circumstances would spoil our 
little game altogether. We were hel

whisper “Here goes!” being the hea- 
vier ‘man I put my shoulder to the door 
and it flew open to the touch, ‘There was a 
scream like a woman's, and i hada glimpse 
of some one sitting up in a bed under the 
only window in the room, but the next 
moment the flickering candle was blown 
font and we were in complete darkness. 
‘rushed to the bed, seized the person by 
the arms and forced im, back on the bed, 
to my surprise apparently without a strug- 
Je, while Forster lighted the candle and 
Eiowa lamp which by some means had 
jone out in the scramble. I was still hold- 
ing the person down with all my strength, 
for I could hear his hard breathing and 
expected a desperate strugele at any mo- 
ment, when Forster turned the light on his 
face. He gave vent to an exclamation of 
surprise, and a low whistle, and then said 
quietly: ‘+All right, my boy, you can let 
him go. He won't ran away!” looked 
at him doubtfully, but without a word 
Forster turned down the bed clothes and 
pointed to the man’s legs. They were 
motionless and paralysed ! 

“Oh, my dear gentlemen, you have 
surely made a mistake again,” whined the 
old sinner, ‘I have nothing at all in my 

Jace, I cam assure you! You know, Mr. 
Forster, you made a mistake the last time 
and I am sure you are wrong again.” Poor 
Forster remembered it well, and ground 








his teoth in memory thereof. On the last 
occasion he searched the house of the old 
“fence” (thieves’ parlance for a receiver of 
stolen goods), Parker, that was his name, 
was too clever for him and he found an 
empty house; an awkward predicament 
which it took Forster all his cleverness to 
get out of. The air of injured innocence 

Parker put on on that occasion was very 
different from the whining supplication he 
resorted to now and Forster snarled out 
“We have got you this time, Parker, 
and I guess we shall find quite enough to 
hold you too!” We spread a blanket on 
the floor and spite of his protestation lifted | 
him out and placed him on it. Then, after 
carefully closing the door, we commenced a 
systematic search. The straw mattress on 
which the old sinner had been lying yielded 
a rich harvest, and, strange to say, the very 
first things we lighted on were the watch 
and chain, stolen that afternoon, intact and 
still going! Hidden away in the recesses 
of this bed we found silver plate of all 
descriptions, forks, spoons, ladles, cruets, 
and casters; jewellery of various kinds, 
gold ring, pins, bracelets, and quite a 
selection of watches and chains, both 
gold and silver. When we had exhausted 
the resources of the bed, we turned our 
attention to the cupboards, where we 
found more silver-ware, and as the mantle- 
piece at the head of the bed seemed 
rather loose on one side T gave it a good 
pull, with the result that I discovered 
the ‘old scoundrel’s "hoard of money in a 
recess, within reach of his hand when in 
bed. He had followed every fresh discovery 
with piteous whines and entreaties, but 
that find seemed to be the last straw, and 
with a wild, unearthly shriek he fell ‘back 
in a dead faint. ‘The old fence lying stark 
and sti apparently dead, on the foo 
Forster and I with that fearful shriek still 
ringing in our ears, bending over him with 
seared faces; jewellery and plate of all 
kinds, straw and broken crockery strewn 
about the floor, and the flickering candle 
and the small bull'seye shedding’ a dull 
and doubtful light on the whole, presented 
a gruesome picture indeed of the eriminal 
side of life. We soon found, however, 
that Parker was only in a faint, and as we 
had fairly ransacked every imaginable hole 
and corner to our entire satisfaction, I 
went down and sent the constable for a 
cab, while Forster spread a pair of bed- 
sheets on the floor and piled everything 
we had found in a heap, and a very 
respectable heap it made. ‘The money, of 
which there was nearly £100 in notes 
and gold, and the watches we bestowed 
about our persons, and after tying the 
corners of the sheets securely, we set to 
work to dress the old fence. "As he had 
recovered by this time the task was not so 
dificult and by the time we had him 
ready, the cab was at the door. I called 
the constable to carry the bundle down, 
and he more than smiled when he found 
what he had to carry. Forster and I 
carried Parker down, and made him as 
comfortable as we could in the cab with 
blankets, ete. Some faces and figures wo 
saw flitting about in the ill-lighted street, 
some of them only too well known to us 
as desperate characters, but Forster's 
presence was a talisman against any at- 
tempt at interference, and we got safely 
away. Our arrival at Leman Street 
Station about midnight caused quite a 
commotion, and after sorting all. the plate 
and jowellery a complete list was made of 
it and telegraphed to all parts of the 
metropolis. ‘The estimated value of the 
find was about £900.0.0. Parker was 
charged with receiving the property and 
was placed in a cell under the care of « 
constable told off to watch him. A little 
private conversation between Forster and 
Parker placed the former in possession of 
information which with the assistance of 
“Jim” and his “gal” he was not slow to 
act upon, and the very next evening while 
Iwas on duty,.the man and two lads were 














brought in by Forster on the charge of 
stealing the watch and chain. As soon as 
saw the man, a well-made fellow over six 
feet high, Twas convinced that he was 
indeed my prisoner of eight years ago, 
fallen from a high-caste burglar to the 
much lower estate of highway-robbery, 
and Isaid to him: “Then your little bit 
of eight years ago wasn't enough for you, 
eh? You must go in for snatching now, 
and risk the cat?” What do you mean, 
Master,” he replied, ‘I don’t know you.” 
“Show me your right arm,” I said abd on 
drawing up his coat-sleove, a deep diagonal 
‘scar was exposed, about two ‘inches above 
the wrist. ‘There, ‘I exclaimed,” what is 
that? Don't you know menow?” “No, I 
don't,” he said, with an easy smile, “That 
scar T owe to’ a copper, but it wasn't 
you.” “You know better than that,” I 
Said, and I recounted the circumstances 
of the arrest, so fresh in my memory, 
He listened with an incredulous lock about 
him, and when I had finished he said 





quietly: “You have made a mistake, 
Master, that’s all. That cut was done 
by a copper when I cracked a crib at 
Sydenham, « month. before the time you 
are talking about. When I was nabbed, 
the copper pushed me through a window 
‘and T'hearly cut my hand off with the 
broken glass. If you were there, you ought 
to remember the e. If made noise 
enough at the time.” But, strange to say, 
T did not remember the case, in fact, I had 
heard nothing about it, nor had Forster, 
whose memory in such matters was better 
than mine. The manadmitted that he was 
convicted at the December Sessions of the 
Old Bailey, and had 10years' penal servitude, 
and that he was released on ticket-of-leave 
i August of that year, 1878, but he per- 
sistently denied he was the man 
whom I believed him to be. His circum- 
stantial denial somewhat staggered me, 
but, with the permission of the Superin: 
tendent I wired to Norwood to request the 
attendance of the two detectives at 10 o.m, 
next day at Thames Police Court. They 
duly appeared, and after careful inspec- 
tion of the man and the scar, they were 
equally positive with myself that he was 
the man J arrested. They knew all about 
the case at Sydenham, but they scouted 
the idea of the prisoner having any- 
thing to do with that. The prisoner's 
statement was taken down and he was 
remanded. At the House of Detention he 
was seen by the warders, and again identi- 
fied as my prisoner of 1870, and when his 
appearance was compared with his photo- 

‘ph of that period, the resemblanco was 
found to be most remarkable, ond in our 
opinion unmistakable. The constable by 
whom he himself alleged he had been 
arrested in 1870, and who had since left 
the London police and joined a force in the 
‘Midlands, was found and sent for to seo 
the prisoner, and a detective from Sydenham 
also came and saw him. These men de- 
clared that to the best of their belief he was 
the man they arrested in October, 1870, in 
Sydenham for burglary, and they gave the 
same description as the prisoner himself of 
the origin of the scar. Here was a com- 
plication. We were oneand all ready togo 
in to the witness-box and swear that to the 
‘est of our knowledge the prisoner was the 
man we each believed him to be, and good- 
ness knows what might have been the result 
if the Judge at the Old Bailey, like most of 
our old criminal Judges, had not taken a 
‘common-sense view of the case. After the 
prisoner was found guilty his counsel asked 
permission to address the Judge in mitiga- 
tion of sentence, and began to comment 
on the conflicting testimony with regard 
to the previous conviction, but his lordship 
stopped him and said he did not want any 
evidence on that point. The prisoner's 
‘own admission was on the depositions and 
that was quite enough for him as the 
prisoner might be supposed to know best, 
himself. He was sentenced to seven years’ 
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of his still unexpired term, and three years’ 
police supervision. 

‘in this case no injustice was done, as the 
prisoner by his own admission had been 

previously convicted, but suppose, which 
fe was not clever enough to think of, he 
had denied that fact altogether, would not 
the conflict of testimony have told strongly 
in his favour to the detriment of justice ? 
Orif, as might easily have been the case, 
there had been no conviction at all! ‘The 
dondyide sworn testimony of myself and 
the warders would certainly have been 
accepted against the prisoner's denial, and 
the consequences would have been most 
serious to him, the more s0.as he was really 
guilty of the charge of robbery. Tt is with 
these thoughts in my mind that T weleome 
any system which will do away with the old, 
haphazard way of identification. 

‘Barker was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude, and died in prison. As no 
claimant could be found for the old sinner’s 
‘monoy which amounted to several thousand 
pounds, it reverted to the Crown, a case of 
almost ‘poetic justice. Most of the pro- 

erty we found was identified, and claimed, 
Dut years afterwards there were still some 
articles at Sootland Yard for which no 

owner could be found. 

“Jim” and his “gal” were weil rewarded 
for their information, and as the result of 
representations made to Police Court mis- 
sionaries they were taken in hand, and

HUNTING IN CHESHIRE. 
BY MRS, ALICE BAYES, 
autnor or The Horsewoman, 


I intended to follow up the letter T 
wrote to your paper last October on “ Cub- 
hunting in Leicestershire” by a further 
account of the ‘real business,” which dates 
from Kirby Gate day, which is generally 
the first Monday in November. This 
season it was postponed till the second 
Monday, owing to the hard state of the 


ground.’ By that time our plans were 
entirely changed. My husband had 
accepted a good offer that was made to him 


by a sportsinan well known in the hunting, 
polo, and yachting world, Major W. H: 
Walker of Gateacre, near Liverpool, to go 
to Cheshire to train a stable of racers and 
chasers for him. ‘The arrangement was 50 
sudden and unexpected that I had only 
time to pack my boxes, put a caretaker 
into my Melton’ Mowbray house, and fit. 
We had hnd two seasons’ good hunting 
in Leicestershire, and this change to an 
entirely different hunting country affords 
me an opportunity of making a comparison 
and noting points that I think would prove 
of value to any of my readers who may be 
coming to England to hunt. ‘The majorit 
of hanting people regard Leicestershire 
as what Tmay term the finishing school 
of hunting. When I was abroad, I was 
constantly asked if I had hunted in 
Leicestershire and being obliged to always 
reply that I had not, made me resolve 
to remedy this, by going there to hunt as 
soon as T'got back in England. Leicester- 
shire is, I suppose, the biggest country 
in the world to ride over, and yet the 
easiest ; for only a very few people follow 
the hounds, and you can hunt there, as 
one veteran whom I know has done for 











thirty years, without ever going over a 
jump ! I saw in a recent article on hunting 
that appeared in Bailey's Vagazine the 


names of ladies, rich and titled ones of 
conrse, praised as ‘fine horsewomen” 
who I know ‘never go a yard It 
amused me so much, that in mentioning 
the article in a Melton ‘paper for which f 
wrote the ‘‘ Hunting Notes” while I was 
there hunting, I told the story of the old 
sculptor. My’ readers will probably re- 
member how the artist on being told that 
he had expended a lot of exquisite work on 








the back of the sculpture which would not 
be seen replied: ‘The gods will see it.” So 
in_ hunting; for the ladies whose capable 
riding Iadmired in Leicestershire are never 
mentioned in any newspaper. To write uj 
mown “potterers” and to omit su 
straight riders as Lady Augusta Fane, 
‘Mrs. Lawson, Mrs. Asquith, and a host 
like them, is to cause amusement to any- 
‘one who hunts or has hunted in Leicester- 
shire. However, I only mention this to 
prove that in Leicestershire, the veriest 
duffer, supposing he or she is possessed of 
wealth, may make a newspaper reputation 
by simply showing themselves at ' every 
possible meet and then going home! There 
is no use trying it unless you are rich, 
as poor people are not recognised in 
England. 

1e best and easiest way for a stranger 
to hunt in Leicestershire is to hireysvy a 
horse from Mr. Sam Haines, the Leicester 
dealer, or anyone like him, gallop along the 
grass, make use of a gate as hundreds of 
others do, or select any of the easy fences, 
as you like. If your horse is fast, you will 
be able to nip in with hounds every now 
and then, without any severe strain on 
your pluck, and the pace of your horse 
will keep you with the rest and prevent 
you from “being “pounded.” Or you 
can make a pilot of the veteran to whom 
T have alluded and ride ‘‘for points.” He 
knows every inch of the country, and can 
be trusted not to take you over a single 
jump. Yet at the first check he always 
mani to be there or thereabouts. _Know- 
ing what I do about Leicestershire I think 
it the easiest country in the world to hunt 


in, 
In Cheshire, we have quite a different 
Jace. There are no gates nor bridle paths 
ere, at least I have not seen any, and if 
you leave the ‘ard ‘igh road at all you 
must jump or go home. There is « deal 
of plough, wire on every side, 
ground and “clover root,” which last 
item must not be ridden over on any con- 
sideration. It is a very rough, cramped, 
wire-enclosed country, and there's no 
sailing away as in Leicestershive. Awk- 
ward banks have to be slowly nego- 
ciated, and fences that look small at first 
sight ‘are often found to have a_trappy 
ditch with a deep drop on the landing 
side. To-day we had a run from Bart- 
ington Heath, and having by good luck 
got into the wake of the huntsman I was 
about to follow him over a fence when he 
pulled away with ‘Ware wire!” He said: 
“T never hunted in such a rotten country 
in my life!" He is a new man this season, 
Bloore or Boore by name, and was formerly 
first whip to the North Warwickshire, I 
think. Right across the hedge in front of us 
was a line of nasty barbed wire. There is 
no wire, or very little, in Leicestershire, 
the farmers take it down. Here, the wire 
is not taken down. Lord Lonsdale, master 
of the Quorn makes a point of sending to 
any farmer who is known to have wire up, 
and making it worth his while to remove 
it for the hunting season. This means 
money and perhaps the North Cheshire 
hunt does not expend sufficient money to 
effect this desired end. I have not been 
long enough here to discuss this point, but 
here, as in Leicestershire, the farmers hate 
people riding over their land and the time 
is not, I think, very far distant when hunt- 
ing in England will be impossible. The 
English farmer does not hunt himself, he 
cannot afford to do so, and we can hardly 
blame him for resenting the damage to his 
crops, his fences, his ewes and lambs in the 
Iambing season, ete., caused by hunting. 
One Leicestershire farmer told me he had to 
walk ten miles on a bitter night to find 
some cattle that had strayed from their 
field, on account of a gate having been 
left open by people who had used it. It 
is no unusual thing in Leicestershire for a 








farmer and his lads to go out and head a 
fox that is making for their land, and only 
to-day a farmer armed with a stout stick 





stood by his fence, when he saw us making 
for it and said he would ‘ brain” the first 
person who rode over his field! This is 
really the state of things all over England 
at the present moment. No wonder, I say, 
hunting is doomed. I only hope the end. 
will not come in my time, but all things 
tend to i 

‘The introduction of the bicycle has 
almost ruined riding-school proprietors in 
London. The bicycle is safer, costs nothing 
to feed, and affords any amount of exercise 
for our boys and girls. Ladies who for- 
merly took riding exercise on a horse now 
ride a bieycle, and there are riding-schools 
for bicyclists all over London. I have no 
doubt that the bicycle possesses some very 
good points, but give me a good horse and 
there's nothing on earth to equal the delight 
of a run across country with hounds show- 
ing the way, wire or no wire. You have no 
inanimate machine under you to push 
along, your good hunter wants no pushing, 
he will just carry you through every 
difficulty and enjoy himself as much you 
do. He is such a chum ‘and companion 
and faces danger with such resolute pluck 
that you can’t help loving him. Besides, 
after a hard day's hunting, when you 
and he have many weary miles’ to 
trudge home, you feel, as you reflect on the 
day's doings, full of admiration and grati- 
tude to him. It is impossible to experience 
this feeling for a bicycle ! 

There is one thing in hunting that a 
lady, es; ly a stranger, will not fail to 
notice, I am sorry to say, and that is 
the want of civility from members of 
our sex. A stranger, if she can ride 
as well as they can, will have no friends 
among the Indies. On the contrary, they 
will treat her with discourtesy, not to say 
rudeness. I will cite two cases in point that 
happened to me. Once in Leicestershire 
I was riding half a field behind a lady, who 
returned froma fence and towards me. Be- 
ing on a young horse I asked her, seeing 
that she had inspected the obstacle, if I could 
get that way. It was an innocent ques- 
tion, innocently put, but she simply glared 
at me without speaking and rode away. 
Here, I saw a lady standing about ten 
yard from a fence, but being on this coos 
sion on a good hunter, I of course passed 
her and jumped it. ‘To my surprise she 
came up to me afterwards and said: 
“J neatly jumped fon you, and serve you 
right if I had.” Her look and manner 
were so aggressive, that I was too much 
taleen aback, to “reply, perhaps it. is 
better that I did not do so. Surely, I 
have had sufficient experience in hunting 
to be able to take my own part and not to 
need a rebuke that the veriest amateur 
would resent. For my own safety's sake 
I naturally avoid the chance of being jump- 
ed on. In hunting there is no tine to 

0 up to every person who is pausing in 
front of a fence and ask them if they are 
going to jump it. Such o question might 
be taken as an insult, probably would. If 
8 Tady, a stranger, happens to get a fall she 
will receive neither help nor sympathy 
from the majority of the women out, who 
will attribute the cropper to incompetent 
riding. I wonder if the “new woman,” 
of whom we have heard so much, will be 
a little kinder to her fellow-women? I 
must not condemn the whole of my sex in 
this way, as there are many ladies who are 
kindness itself. My experience of the hard- 
riding bunting woman, however, is that she 
is both jealous and rude to any equally 
straight-riding stranger of her sex, whom she 
at once regards as a rival and interloper in 
her special domain, a sort of unbidden and 
unwelcome guest. Iam getting anold woman, 
my hair is rapidly turning grey, and in a few 
years my hunting days will be over. I 
shall only have the past to reflect upon 
and I am sorry I shall not be able to look 
back on my hunting days without these 
unpleasant memories in connection with 
my own sex. I have only rarely met a 








good capable horsewoman who was at all 
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civil to me and whom I could regard as a 
friend. I have lots of friends among 
hunting ladies, but the real “crack” riders 
whom I have met out hunting have not 
hitherto shown me any civility. I wrote a 
successful book on riding, the second 
edition of which is in preparation; I go out 
and show that I am not very incompetent, 
but it’s no use, they neither want to know 
me nor to benice tome. Here's a problem 
for the ‘new woman” to solve. Her 
motto to her fellow-woman should be ‘“kind- 
ness, justice, and appreciation.” My lady 
readers will, Iwill sure, re-echo these sen- 
timents, as they will know and understand 
their meaning as well as I do.- I must say 
that: the kind appreciation I received from 
Shanghai riding ladies—many years ago 
now—is to me a sweet and treasured 
memory.

"This was a claim by a firm of Chinese 
merchants in Shanghai against Messrs. 
Harling, Buschmann & Menzell, also of 
Shanghai, for 87,110 for alleged breach of 
a charter-party as seb out in the following 
petition 

1.—The plaintiffs are merchants trading at 
Shanghai in the Empire of China and are 
subjects of the Emperor of China. 

'2,-~The defendante are merchants trading 
at Shanghai afresaid and are subjects of the 
Emperor of Germany and subject to the 
jurisdiction of the said Court at Shangha 
aforesaid. | 

'3.—On the 2ist day of September, 1895, a 
charter-party was entered into by which the 











steamship Ariel was chartered by the plaintiff, 
for a voyage from theport of Newchwang in 
the Empire of China to the port of Kobe in 
fhe Empire of Japan, and it was that 
the said steamship, which was then inJapanese 


waters, should proceed to the port of New- 
chwang aforesaid for the purpose of loading 
{or the said voyage. 

4—"The sald charterparty was entered 
into between the plaintiffs on the one part 
and the defendants for’ themselves and 
owners of the said ss, driel on the other 
pars eodras dle signed by the plaints and 

NY the defendants on the said 2ist day of 
September, 1895. 

On the 26th day of September, 1895, 
the sum of six bundred Mexican dollars 
($600) was paid by the plaintifls to the 
defendants on account of the charter-party 
and is still in the hands of the defendants. 

6.—As to the terms and conditions of the 
seid charter-party the plaintifls beg leave to 
refer to the said charter-party when the same 
Shall be produced in the Court on the hear- 
of this suit. 

T.—Alter the signing of the aud charter 
party a promise was niade to the plaintifis 
Fhe defendants that the steamer would be 
Aelivered to them at Newehwang aforesaid 
fon the 10th day of October, 1895, but on the 
Snd day of October, 1893, the defendants 
stated “that the said steamship had. just 
arrived at Yokobama and could not arrive 
at Newchwang on the 10th of October but 
would arrive on the 16th of October. ‘The 
plaintiffs then agreed to the latter date and 
on the 9th day of October sent a letter to 
the defendants requesting them to fix the 
date of the delivery of the said steam- 
ship at Newchwang, but received no. reply. 
On'tho 12th day of October the plaintiff sent 
another letter to the defendants and received 
a reply to the effect that the steamer had 
Tost ‘one blade of her propeller and would 
have to dock before commencing to carry out 
‘the charter, and that when the said steamer 
was ready for sea they would send her up to 
Newehwang. On the 12th day of October, 
1895, the said steamship arrived at Shanghai 
‘and on the morning of the Idth day’ of 
October, the plaintiffs sent to the defend- 
fante to enquire and were told that the 
steamer would go to Newchwang as soon 
as the repairs fad been been made. On 
the 15th day of October, the defendants 
fent to the plaintiffs’ hong and said. that 
the steamer’ would leave for Newchwang on 
the following ‘day and asked the plaintifa 
to get alttr ready for their agente at New- 
chwang to tako delivery of the steamer. On 
the 16th day of October, the plaintifis sont a 
letter as requested to the defendants and 
reenved reply that the said steamer would 
ot go to Newchwang and bad undertaken 
another charter. 

8.—Tho said steamship was not delivered 
to the plaintifis and the defendants wholly 
neglected and refuted to carry out the said 
charter. 

'9.—By reason of the breach of the said 
charter-party, the plaintiis lost large sums of 
money amounting in all to seven thousand 
one hundred and ten Mexican dollars ($7,110) 
particulars of which sre contained in’ the 
Paper annexed to this petition. 

‘The plaintiffa therefore pray: 

1,—That the defendants may be ordered to 
pay to the plaintiffs, the sum of seven thousand 
dno hundred and ten Mexican dollars ($7,110) 
or such other eum as may be found by the 
Gourt to be duo to the plaintiffs by reason of 
the breach of the said charter-party by the 
defendants. 

2.—That the defendants may be ordered to 
pay the costs of this suit. 

3,—That the plaintiffs may have such other 
and further relief as the nature of the case 
may require. 

4,—That the defendants may be ordered to 
appear before the Conrt om the day to be 
fxed by the latter to answer the allegations 
in this petition.

‘The case in the first place turned upon 
the wording of the charter-party. In the 
course of the arguments, Mr, Drummond 
pointed out that the chirter-party purport- 
ed to between the plaintiffs and Messrs. 
Harling, Buschmann and Menzell ‘‘for 
themselves and owners” of the Ariel, and the 
signaturo was ‘‘as agents for the owners,” 

.. Buschmann, who represented the do- 
fendants, produced a letter from Mr. Brodio 
Clarke, of Messrs. Hopkins, Dunn & Co., 
in which he said that the words ‘for 
themselves and owners” were understood 
to mean that the agents were the authorised 
persons to sign for the owners but that no 
ecard attached to = Tt had 

en a customary phrase in charter-parties 
for years, but he Tad never understood. it 
to mean that the agents were in any way 
personally liable, as if so « large proportion 
of chartering would cease. 

‘Mr. Drummond objected to the letter 
being accepted as evidence. 

‘The President said of course it was only 
informal information at present, but Mr. 
Brodie Clarke, if the Court liked, could 
be examined. ‘The Court wished to know 
whether, when they entered into the con- 
tract, the plaintifis looked to the defen- 

| pied responsible for tho 
carrying out of the contract. 

Mr. Drummond said that when tho 
plaintiffs’ representative came to him he 
said he knew nothing of the captain or 
owners of the vessel and looked only to 
Messrs. Harling, Buschmann and Menzell, 

Mr. Beurmann asked whether a case was 
not commenced in the Norwegian Consular 
Court against the Captain. 

Mr. Drummond said petitions were 
filed in the Norwegian and German Courts 
on the same day, and he saw Mr, Bock 
personally and had some correspondence 
with him. 

The President said it was a matter 
of common knowledge that the case 
was heard in the Norwegian Court and 
reported in the North-China Herald of 
the 3rd of January, and probably be would 
refer later on to the decision. ‘Meanwhile 
he wished to see the man who on the plain« 
tiffs’ behalf put his chop to the contract. 

Mr. Drummond said it was held in the 
Norwegian Consular Court that Messrs. 
Harling, Buschmann and Menzell were not 
authorised to sign the charter-party, and 
that the plaintiffs’ remedy was to sue in 
the German Court. After deciding the case, - 
without hearing evidence, Mr. Consul 
Bock agreed to treat his (Mr. Drummond's) 
remonstrances as an appeal, and the case 
was heard and the question of damages 
reserved. Shortly after he (Mr. Drummond) 
received notice that the Court had decide 
the Captain was responsible and the sum 
of Tis. 1,500 was allowed. With reference 
to the present claim, Mr. Consul Bock 
wrote a letter that he should require a 
deposit of Tis. 500 before trying it, but 
from what he knew of the case the 





plaintiffs would be suing the _wron, 

if they went against the Captain, a 
it was a case ‘Messrs, Harling, Bus- 
chmann and Menzell.

had regarded them as the agents of the 
vessel. ' 

‘The Court at this stage retired to consider 
whether the defendants were responsible or 
not. They might then goon to the ques- 
tion whether they signed without authority 
or not. Upon returning, 

The President asked Mr. Drummond to 
rocead with the second point—that the 
jefendants had not sufficient authority to 

enter into the contract. 

‘Mr, Drummond ssid, with the Court’s 
permission, he would call Mr. Stubbe who 
would prove that, in reply to a telegram, 
tke owners of the Aric, Messrs. Rafen, in 
Norway, wired to the Hongkong office of 
the defendants: “We leave the fixing of 
the vessel to you and master. You may 
charter fur an intermediate voyage.” Upon 
the receipt of that message the charter- 


party in the present ease was signed, and 
the Captain, who was in Sapanens waters, 
was communicated with. In the course of 


a few days the Captain wired that he would 
not accept the charter. ‘They at once 
replied that he must proceed to Newchwang 
or sorious consequences would arise. He 
wired back that he had broken a blade of 
his propeller and would have to dock, which 
he accordingly, did in Shanghai. Whilst in 
Shanghai he wrote to the defendants asking 
them to send back the authority he had 
given them as agents, 

Mr. Buschmann admitted the correct- 
ness of the telegrams but said that the first 
‘onc he understood to mean that the defen- 
dants could not fix the vessel for a ti 
charter without arranging with the Captai 
but they could do so for an intermediate 
trip, which the one row in question was. 
When tho Captain refused they wired to 
him to proceed as they thought he ought 
tado what the owners evidently intended 
he should do. 

‘The President remarked that the Court 
was rather inclined to agree with these 
contentions. 
telegram from the owners was open to the 
construction Mr. Buschmann put upon it. 

Mr. Drummond said the vessel belonged 
to three brothers, the Captain being one. 

The Court pointed out that by deman 
ing the return of the authority the Captain 

‘practically admitted Messrs. Harling, 
Buschmann and Menzell were authorised. 

‘Mr. Buschmann said they had no written 
authority from the Captain, but the firm 
acted as the agents of the vessel ‘upon 
her arrival in» Hongkong and Shanghai. 
‘The disinclination of theCaptain to carryout 
the charter was due to the fact that Messrs. 
Melchers had offered him a time charter.

PIECE GOODS.—It is note worthy thing in this market that our Celestial friends are never wanting for excuses or reasons for not doin, 
usiness, that tend to upset ail the carefully cherished schemes of Importers There appears fo be no Gxed basis Uhat can he relied 
upon on which to work, the trade is purely a hand to mouth one and seems to depend entirely on the circumstances of the moment. 
After waiting for weeks on the tip-toe of expection for the benefits it was promised would acrue to the traile generally on the opening 
of Trevrsis, thé only satisfaction that cin now be obtained from the dealers when business is proposed is the answer, ‘ must 
makee wait look see how fashion that Newcuwaxc market,” hence the very poor record of business done that has to be submitted 
again this week. Everything looks very favourable in ‘that Northern Port, but, notwithstanding the bareness of stocks, residents 
do not anticipate very high prices will be realised for the first shipments. The quantity sent up will be quite sufficient to thoroughly 
test the capacity ofthe inarket and news's anxiously awaited. Produce is in abundant supply, which is a very promising feature. 
What enquiry for Treststv ‘should be slack at present is easily explained by a glance at the following figures, which represent 
approximately the quantity sent, up by the fret steamers compared with previous years, apd it is not astonishing ‘o learn that the 
market has, given sway a8 much ass mace per piece under the pressure of this heavy load. Lt certainly looks as though Whe
